CHICAGOAN WINS * 


Broker J. Brandt Walker 
Milks Wall Street While 
Stocks Go a-Tum- 
bling. 


WORST CRISIS IN YEARS. 


$80,000,000 Shrinkage in Stock 
Values Marks Selling Fren- 
zy, but No Failures 
Ensue. 


New York, March 13.—[Special. ]— While de- 
moralization and panic seized the stock ex- 
change today, driving the average prices of 
twenty leading railroad stocks down more 
than $5 a share, involving a total shrinkage 
in values at one time of $80,000,000, J. Brandt 
Walker, a young Chicago broker, dragged a 
million dollars in profits from the wreck 
without moving from an easy chair in his 
suite at the Lakewood (N. J.) hotel. 

The successful raid of the young Chicagoan 
lent a touch of human interest to the worst 
financial crash Wall street has experienced 
since’ the Northern Pacific corner in May, 
1901, when stocks declined a fraction over 
$8 a share. 


Chicagoan’s Raid a Success. 

J. Brandt Walker isa son of Béwin Walker, 
one of the foremost corporation hwvrers in 
the country. Out in Chicago six months ago 
he decided to make a whirlwind dash into 
high finance in Wall street all by hintself. 
He knew stocks were advancing while the 
bond market declined. Railroads were put- 
ting out new securities and increasing divi- 
dends at the same time. Walker shrewdly 
figured this combination sooner or later 
must end fn only one way. So he planned his 
bear campaign. 

In February he wemt to Lakewood anétook 
a suite of rooms at the Lakewood hotel, and 
installed a ticker, and private telephone and 
telegraph wires followed. Jmmured in his 
room, watching and working from the depths 
ofa big chair, the plunger began his opera- 
tions. He sold Union Pacific, Reading, Steel, 
Copper, and Canadian Pacifie until he was 
short 200,000 shares of these stocks on the 
New York exchange and abroad. The Chi- 
cago operator suddenly began to cover to- 
day. Up to the instant the market closed 
he was buying right and left. When the 
market closed’ he had cleaned up a clear 
million dollars. 


Crash Worst in Years. 

Tod&y'’s crash in Wall street was by far 
the worst since the Northern Pacific scare. 
It was much more radical, for instance, than 
either of the two big market breaks of last 
week, and it was more significant because, 
succeeding a decline of about $600,000,000 in 
matket values from the high of last pear, ite 
effect Is cumulative. 

The day was unprecedented in several re 
spects. Not before, in the memory of the 
oldest broker, has there been such utter de- 
moralization in the market without the fafl- 
ure of one or more large houses. At no time 
previously, loan brokers agree, has such 
heavy liquidation been accomplished by such

a sharp advance in money rates. And, from 
the standpoint of international bankers, 
never has there been such a striking exam- 
ple of the interdependence between the

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Decline Begins Abroad. 

The decline began abroad. ‘lhere was an 
alarmist report from Berlin representing the 
market there as badly demoralized on 
Wednesday, with high money rates, forced 
Hquidation, and a rather panicky feeling pre- 
vailing, and several large sales orders were 
sent to London for execution. London had 
opened rather strong, but began selling 
Americans for its own account almost simul- 
taneously with the receipt of New York or- 
ders. Under this.selling the London market 
for Americans broke sharply and was 
weak and feverish when New York opened. 

Sales for foreign account were in turn exe- 
cuted by international houses in the first hour 
of trading here. It is estimated that in the 
course of the day London sold here about 
60,000 shares on balance. Thousands of 
shares besides were sold for account of con- 
tinental centers of finance. 

New York holders, some from alarm and 
others from necessity, threw their stock 
overboard, so that there was a mad scramble 
to sell when the gone sounded. An hour anda 
a half later there was a depreciation in mar- 
ket values amounting to about $80,000,000 
in seventy railroads and industrials, which 
prior to the opening of the market had de- 
clined about $1,600,000,000 from the high of 
last year. 


Wild Stampede to Sell. 


On .the floor of the stock exchange in this 
morning's session there was all the excite- 
ment that ordinarily only accompanies a 
panic. Scores of brokers would take orders 
only for execution at the market, and the 
rush to sell stocks at whatever price brought 
about sharp variations between sales. 

Reading, for instance, dropped from 124 
to 112% on a single transaction of but 1,000 
shares. There was no support to prices, the 
sellers seemingly being intent only on se- 
curing something for their securities—it ap- 
parently mattered little what—and sys- 
tematic business appeared to give way to 
confusion. 

There were transactions of nearly 1,000,000 
shares at the morning session out of a total 
of about 2,200,000 for the day, and by noon, 
or a half hour later, most of the stocks had 
struck new low levels for the day for the 
present bear movement which began in De- 
cermber and, in scores of instances, for the 
last six years. 

Hill stocks, which were believed to have 
passed adversity, were again leaders. Great 
Northern, which had closed the previous day 
at 153%, was down to 140%, 13 points off. Ore 
certificates.showed a loss of 9%, and were 
selling at 60. Northern Pacific was at 127, 
11 points below the previous day's closing. 


Every Stock Feels the Hammer. 
Union Pacific, which tn the end showed the 
greatest loss of the day among the leading 


stocks. was down some eight points, and 
Reading, always a wide variant, had fallen 
to 112%, or 12% points below the previous 
closing. Copper struck 97%. a decline of T& 
points. Anaconda sold at 64, 5% points off: 
Smelters at 139%, 5% points off; Sugar at 119, 
down 6 points. Northwestern had broken 
7% points, St. Paul 7, Delaware and Hudson 
8%, Southern Pacific 54%, and there were so 
many other declines of 3, 4, of 5 points as 
to comprise a majority of the stocks dealt in. 

There was some profit taking in the latter 
part of the noon hour and more, accompanied 
by considerable speculative buying and eome 
little investment buying, In the hour and a 
| half following 1 o'clock. Prices rallied in

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QUORUM TALKED 70 DEATH. 


Much Upiite Oratory in School 
Board Scatters the Meeting. — 


SIX TIRED MEMBERS GO HOME 


Most of Four Hour Debate. Expended 
on $30 Doctor’s Bill. 


Wearied by uplift oratory, six members of 
the board of education bolted the meeting 
last night and a turbulent session which 
threatened to last until morning finally was 
brought to an end when John J. Hayes raised 
the question of quorum “for. the sake of 
self-preservation.” 

The board was in session four hours. Dur- 
ing that time it appropriated $30 to pay the 
doctor’s bills of a machinist whose third 
finger was cayght in a buzz saw at the 
board’s workshop. 

This action occupied fifty minutes. Louis 
F’. Post made five speeches on the subject 
of the damaged finger, Wiley W. Mills made 
four, and thirty or forty scattering speeches 
were made. Trustee Modie J. Spiegel, who 
offered in desperation to pay the $30 out of 
his pocket in the hope of ending the talkfest, 
managed to last until the money was ap- 
propriated. Then he grabbed his coat and 
hat and left the meeting. 

‘‘ At that rate,"’ he said, ‘‘ it would take the 
board seventy-six years to spend the $23.,- 
000,000 they want next year. Here they’ve 
been talking two hours and everything im- 
portant has been put over for two weeks.” 

Another Tempest in a Teapot. 

Then the board took up the question of 

permitting the teachers’ legislative com- 
mittee to go down to Springfield without loss 
of pay to lobby in the interests of the amerd- 
ments to the pension law. The discussion 
of this question, involving the expenditure 
of $30 or $40, occupied the rest of the meet- 
ing. 
The storm caused by the injured finger 
blew up again when this question came up 
and it did not subside until a few minutes be- 
fore midnight. The storm reached Its height 
when Trustee P. Shelly O’Ryan charged his 
colleagues .with voting first and thinking 
afterwards, and when Wiley W. Mills and 
Raymond Robins had such a serious clash 
with President Ritter that they appealed 
from his decision. 

The storm scattered the reformers in all 
directions. Those who believe In the pro- 
posed pension legislation collected around 
President Ritter and Dr. Cornelia De Bey 
Thoee opposed to it rallied around Trustee 
Post. Others gathered around Raymond 
Robins and Wiley Mills. These were the 
semi-neutrals, who had inclinations against 
the measure which were mot pronounced. 


Uplift Element Divided. 


Ordinarily the uplift element sticks to- 
gether and permits one or two spokesmen to 
do most of the talking, but with the forces 
in chaos everybody opened his or her ora- 
torical valves and the speechmaking lasted 
until the board adjourned and then began 
all over again when the pension board, com- 
prised of the twenty-one members of the 
school board, two teachers, and Supt. Cooley, 
convened. The two teachers—Miss Mary 
Vaughan and Miss Florence KE. Tennery— 
each made several epeeches and Supt. Cooley 
added one speech to the list. 

At 11:30 Deputy Assistant Mayor Haley 
arrived on the scene and directed the move- 
ments of her forces and just as the divided 
factions were about to be knitted together 
the question of quorum was raised by Mr. 
Hayes and the pension board adjourned 
without taking any action. The teachers 
do not know whether they are to lose their 
pay or not. 

During this storm Dr. James F. Chvatal 
made a break for home; Charles O. Sethness 
said he “ couldn’t stand it any longer” and 
intended to ‘‘ duck.”” He had no sooner car- 
ried out his intentions than Dr. R. A. White 
got weary and put on his coat. A moment 
later George Duddleston, deciaring himself 
thoroughly disgusted, headed for the ele- 
vators. Dr. C. A. Weil made a hurried exit 


a moment later, and then, under cover of the 


storm, Mrs. Emmons Blaine quietly made 
her departure. 
Pension Bill Debate. 
The storm over the pension bill was raised 
by the declaration made by Trustee O’Ryan 
that the board members, as members of the 


| pension board, practically had indorsed the 


proposed amendments to the pension bill, 
and hence would not be acting rashly if they 
refused to grant leaves of absence to teachers 
who desire to go to Springfield to oppose the 
bill. He sald that the pension board was an 
official body, and he did not believe the board 
members could oppose the bill as members of 


the ‘schoo! board and support it as members | 


of the pension board. 

Trustee White urged that the board should 
grant the same privilege to those who desire 
to go to Springfield to oppose the bill as to 
those who have gone down to the capital to 
support it. 

‘We would make ourselves ridiculous be- 
fore the state to send one committee down 
to oppose the bill and another to support Oly 
declared Trustee O’Ryan. 

During the interval between the two storms 
the board deferred action on all important 
matters which were to have been considered, 
including the election of district superintend- 


ents. 


NICARAGUA SEIZES RIFLES 
BEING SHIPPED TO HONDURAS. 


Arms Found Secreted in Cargo of Steam- 
er—Zelaya’s Forces Steadily Press- 
ing Into Bonilla’s Realr-.. 


Mobile, Ala., March 13.—[Spectal.]—A cable 
dispatch received here states that the Nica- 
raguan government has eeized 1,000 rifles 
from the cargo of the Pacific Mail steamship 
City of Para while it was in port at Corinto. 
The arms were consigned to the Honduras 
government at Amapala, but in some way 
their presence on board the steamer was 
Giecovered. The rifies, it is said, had been 
shipped from New York to Panama and were 
being taken up the Pacific coast to their 
destination. 

A report that Nicaraguan forces are press 
ing on to Tegucigalpa, the capital of Hon- 
duras, which was conveyed in cable messages 
yesterday, was confirmed today by a dis- 
patch. It said that the Nicaraguan forces 
have had a series of successes in the invasion 
of Honduras and that President Zelaya’s 
force at the front now must number fully 


10,000 well equipped soldiers. 

President Bonilla has refused to admit a 
single defeat, but it Is said his soldiers have 
“peen repulsed at every encounter and that 
numbers of disgruntled Hondurans have 
joined the invading forces. 

Nicaraguans have begun a campaign by 
sea as well as by land, and the gunboat 
Ometepe is cruising off the eastern. coast of 
Honduras, landing bands of soldiers and 
subjugating the smaller towns. 


MAN CAUGHT IN A MINE DEAL 
TELLS TRICKS OF THE GAME. 


Zinc Ore Washed Till Shaft Looled 
Like “Crystal Palace” Proved a De- 
ception, Frank Rockefeller Says. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 13,—[Spectal.]~—How 
the Gobler zinc mine in Newton county was 
washed down with water till it looked like a 
“crystal palace ’’ when he was negotiating 
for its purchase was described by Frank 
Rockefeller in Judge Reynolds’ court today. 
Rockefeller !s suing Henry Gross, who sold 
him the mine, for $265,000. 

When he inspected the mine Rockefeller 
was impressed with the way the mineral 
sparkled. He thought it was there in its na- 
tive condition and there seemed to be lots 
of it. He found later it had been washed to 
make it shine and there Wasn't nearly so 
much as there seemed. The rest of bis testi- 
mony concerned the formation of his com- 
pany after he had bought the mine. 

“I bought the mine for $200,000 and I 
deeded it to the Gobler Mining company,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘Some one suggested to issue 
$10,000,000 worth of stock, but I wouldn't 
consent.

ACTION WHERE DUNNE FAILS 


Saloonkeeper Fewer, Hit by Grand 
Jury, Again in Trouble. 


An effort toward the extermination of cer- 
tain disreputable Chicago saloons which, in 
spite of grand jury protest, the present city 
administration has failed to disturb, was 
begun last night by members of the Juvenile 
Protective assodiation, an organization con- 
nected with Hull House. Three saloonkeep- 
ers and four employés were arrested on com- 
plaint of James A. Britton, a Hull House 
resident, who for years has been an active 
worker ‘in the interests of children of Chi- 
cago.

All Surrender; Furnish Bonds. 

The warrante were issued by Judge Frank 
P. Sadler of the Desplaines street branch of 
the Municipal court. Each of the seven men 
was notified to appear at the police station. 
The first to surrender himself was Fewer. 
With him were Collins, Keough, and Graham. 
Bonds were furnished by John O'Neill, repre- 
sentative of Ald. John J. Brennan. 

While they were signing the necessary 
papers Simons appeared and furnished bonds. 
He also went surety for the appearance of 
Cohen, his bartender. 

When they were informed that their hear- 
ing would be at 9 o’clock the men went toa 
nearby saloon and discussed their predica- 
ment Some took the matter lightly. Oth- 
ers said they feared going before the new 
Municipal court. 


Many Complain to Mayor. 

For a long time clergymen, societies, and 
individuals have been complaining to the 
mayor and Chief Collinge of the saloons owned 
by Fewer, Collins, and Simons. Their com- 
plaints were unheeded. The last two grand 
juries have indicted Fewer and also urged the 
mayor to revoke his license, but the mayor 
refuged to act. 

Three places are now under Fewer’e con- 
trol. In connection with his Halsted street 
saloon the Globe Concert hall is conducted. 
Another notorious place which for years the 
police have ignored is at 189 West Madison 
street. This saloon also has a concert hall 
in connection with it. Recently he opened 
a saloon and rooming house at 139 West 
Madison street. The places cater to young 
women through their dance hall attractions. 


. Detectives Obtain the Evidence. 

Some days ago, after complaint to the 
mayor and police authorities had been 
ignored, members of Hull) house and the 
Juvenile Protective association employed 
detectives to secure evidence of violations 
of the law. The result was the arrests.

DEFINES WHAT ROADS WANT. 

When Mr. Harriman was asked for a solu- 
Sion of the national problem he said: 

“We want the Sherman anti-trust law re- 
pealed so far as it relates to the railroads. 
I believe it was not intended that its provi- 
sions should embrace the railroads. It was 
60 asserted at the time the measure was un- 
Ger discussion prior to its enactment. In 
the Tranamissouri case tried under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, it was finally held that 
all agreements between ‘railroads were in 
restraint of trade. Whet the railroads de- 
sire is that they be allowed to make agree- 
ments under the regulation and supervision 
ef the government. This would allow the 
railroads to do an interstate commerce busi- 
ness. 

“If reasonable rates and agreements, ap- 
proved under the proper authorities of the 
national government, could be inaugurated, 
then legislation by states so far as it related 
te interstate traffic might become null and 
void. We believe that if the national gov- 
ernment should approve our rates as being 
reasonable, the action would be refiected in 
the state legislatures. 

REPRISALS FORK 2 CENT FARE. 

“It may be assumed that reasonable rates 
would not invite hostility. Don’t misunder- 
stand me. I do not wish the railroads to be 
removed from under state authority. There 
is no desire to abolish state boundaries. 
What we do want is authority to legally 
handle traffic in a way to effect the most 
economy in the cost of transportation. This 
being the position of the railroads, the next 
question is what will the president do?”’ 

“ Would you, in the event of 2 cent fares 
becoming general, favor a raise in freight 
rates or a reduction in dividends?’ Mr. Har- 

riman was asked. 

“ Probably the first result would be a reduc- 
tion in passenger service,”’ he replied. “ This 
branch of the business is not very profitable, 
but the railroads must carry passengers in 
order to have people along their lines to de- 
velop business. One train, however, could be 
run where twoarenowrun. There might be 
other ways of reducing expenses, but it might 
also follow that dividends would have ta be 
reduced.”’ 

EXPLAINS STOCE PURCHASES. 


“You have said that if the railroads had 
been enabled to enter into agreements there 
would have been ‘no consolidations. Were 
your purchases of the stocks of other rail- 
road companies made for the purpose of 
enabling you to arrange traffic distribution ?’’ 

“ Exactly so."" 

“ If it should be held that the Union Pacific 
could not legally hold the stock of the South- 
erm Pacific, would not the interpurchase of 
stocks of the easiern railroads be similarly 
affected ?"’ 

I can say nothing about what the east- 

railroads have done. I will say, how- 
ever, that in the case of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific we have no fear,’’ Mr. Harriman 
answered. 

ROADS TO BLAME FOR OUTCRY. 

“ The agitation for these lower fares is a 
result of a mistaken policy on the part of 
railroad managements in the past,” ‘ Mr. 
“We have been so 
busy constructing and reconstructing lines 
with a view of improved service and 
better returns to shareholders that we neg- 
lected the important matter of the relation 
between the railroads and the public es re- 
lating to sentiment and legislation. ‘The 
railroads ieft to lawyers and subordinates 
their dealing with legislatures. They and 
the people were not taken into full and free 
confidence—a policy which must be changed. 
The relations between the roads and the peo- 
ple in their general welfare are not under- 
stood. I am insisting that there be cotp- 
eration for the mutual good. 

“I would like to go out among the people 
and explain the necessity for cotjperation be- 
tween the railroads, the people, and the gov- 
ernment, but I am a little too old to begin a 
campaign of that kind.” 

RATES AND COMPETITION. 

Concerning the effect of rate peductions on 
competition, Mr. Harriman said: 

“ One road which might have the good for- 
tune to be able to suffer less from a reduc- 
tiom than another would soon have an ad- 
vantage over its competitor. Every local 
point on a railroad is in competition with 
every other local point on another railroad 
im contiguous territory. If one were able 
to give better service because of better ear- 
nings, soon the local stations on the other 
road would ‘dry up.’. The superior facilities 
of the one would attract business: from the 
other... Besides, yOu cannot loWer the rates 
in one territory without affecting the gen- 
eral situation in another. 

“It will be time to talk of 2 cent fares 
when the population has increased to such 
an extent that the gross business will want 
more frequent service and better filled cars. 
When our railroads approach to the trol- 
ley car service, when the increased popula- 
tion will provide enough passengerp so that 
net earnings will not be affected by a reduc- 
tion In the fares, then these reductions will 
follow. There was a time with the Iilinois 
Central when the fare was 5 cents a mile, 
It wae willingly. paid for the service ren- 
dered. Then when the population grew s0 
that ‘we could carry forty passengers in a 
car instead of half a dozen, the rate came

EXPANSION MUST GO ON. 
“The roads mtst be im a position to earn 
-gufficient money to continue expansion to 
meet the needs of the territory served. There 
may bea falling off in business for a year 
or two, but. at the end of tem years traffic 
wil be as much greater than it is now, as 
it is now as compared with ten years ago.

POSITION OF VU. P. PECULIAR. 

Mr. Harriman was asked what he coulda 
say-to a proposal by legislatures to reduce 
the rates of fare on the Union Pacific in view 
of the fact that the road is paying 10 per 
cent dividends. He replied: 

“The Union Pacific’s position is different 
from many of the other roads, it having been 
fortunate in making improvements at a low- 
er cost than they now can be made. We 
jumped in in 1898 and improved the property 
when materials, the cost of the use of money, 
and hire of labor was 25 per cent less than 
now. It would cost $50,000,000 more to make 
these changes now than it did when they were 
made. . 

“There are two kinds of courage ifn the 
making of a railroad. One is to do your im- 
provement work in dull times, when labor, 
materials, and the use of money are cheap. 
The other kind of courage is required when 
conditions are reversed—when business is 
good, but the cost of hire and money is 
greater than in other years. Suppose you let 
up for two years and then did the work for 
20 per cent less cost. Wouldn't that be earn- 
ing money for the shareholders?” 

DEFINITION OF “AGREEMENTS.” 

Mr. Harriman hes on a number of occa- 
sions declared for “ agreements’’ among 
railroads as affording relief for the present 
congestion and for aiding in the development 
of business along the roads and for provid- 
ing for such stability in the transportation 
business that the confidence of capital will be 
inspired and the roads be enabled to secure 
funds for improvement at an economical rate 
of interest. 

When asked what he meant specifically by 
“ agreements” he indicated that the agree- 
ments which the railroads should be per- 
mitted to enter into comprise two main 
features: one an enforceable agreement 
with reference to demurrage, and the other 
an agreement as to the distribution of traffic, 
or rather the division of traffic at the gate- 
ways. 

“If one railroad should make a proper de- 
murrage charge, causing freight cars to be 
unloaded and returned promptly to the rail- 
roads or pay a penalty, then the business 
would leave that road and go toa competing 
road which might be more lenient.’’ Mr. Har- 
riman explained. “In consequence there 
would be a loss to the business of the rail- 
roads a@ well as to general business inter- 
ests. 

SOLUTION FOR CAR SHORTAGE. 
“If the railroads were permitted to enter 
into agreements with reference to demurrage 
and to enforce these agreements then all 
the roads would act in a way to discourage 
the holding of freight cars as warehouses. 
Cars would be unloaded and returned for 
service to the benefit ofall shippers. 

“In this connection the codperation of the 
public would be invited to increase the facili- 
ties for receiving shipments. It would mean 
the building of warehouses for the reception 
of freight instead of cars being held for that 
purpose, to the detriment of shipping inter- 
ests in general 

** In the city of Chicago there are probably 
10,000 or 156,000 cars standing in the yards. 
Every car not unloaded is switched about 
in the yards and one car may be moved a 
dozen times and fifty cars be moved in order 
to get the one wanted. This keeps cars out 
of service, adds to the expense of the rail- 
roads, and increases the cost of transporta- 
tion, which must be borne by all interests. 
We could supply all the cars needed if they 
were unloaded promptly and returned.”’ 

ROADS PARTNERS, NOT RIVALS. 

‘Concerning the distribution of traffic at the 
gateways or principal points of origin he 
said: , 

“If we were enabled to reduce the cost of 
transportation by so dividing the traffic that 
the road of high grades and curves should 
get the slow freight and the other road with 
lower grades ‘and fewer curves the freight 
requiring faster shipment we would bring 
about such economies that the cost of trans- 


| portation could be reduced and in the end 


the shipper profit thereby. 

“ For illustration: At Ogden, Utah, we will 
say, the Rio Grande can haul ten car freight 
trains, while the Union Pacific can haul 
trains of twenty-five cars. With competition 
and undef_no agreements the Rio Grande, we 
will say, in order to get its fast freight 
through, must reduce the number of cars in 
its trains, making more trains at an addi- 
tional cost. 

‘If the Union Pacific could take the fast 
freight and the Rio Grande the slow the Rio 
Grande could take its full train load and 
eliminate the cost of extra trains, while the 
Union Pacific would carry the fast freight 
and the shipper be as well served. 


ECONOMY OF HAULING COST. 

“ Again, suppose there were thirty-five 
loads of freight to be shipped, and of this 
the Rio Grande might have secured fifteen 
cars and the Union Pacific but twenty. Ship- 
ment by the Rio Grande of fifteen cars would 
entail an extra train, whereas the Union Pa- 
cific would go out five cars short. Under 
an agreement, the Union Pacific would take 
the five cars.and each road would have “a 
full trainload. This you can see would elim- 
inate the extra train, give equally satisfac- 
tory service to the shippers and save in the 
cost of transportation. The situation at an- 
other time might be reversed to the advan- 
tage of the Rio Grande. 

“ These agreements, however, should em- 
power theqgiving of some consideration for 
traffic that might be taken from one road 
or the other in effecting transportation at the 
lowest cost. 

WOULD BE SAVING TO SHIPPER. 

“ By being enabled te make these agree- 
ments,”” added Mr. Harriman, “the raji- 
roads could save in such manner as to be 
able to increase their facilities and uwlti- 
mately reduce the cost of transportation to 
the shipper.” 

Mr. Harriman does not favor pooling, be- 
cause, as he said, the record of pooling agree- 
ments shows that elther some road in the 
pool cut the rate or an outsider came along 
and sought to build into the pool territory 
or be given a consideration for not doing so.

VALUE OF ROAD IMPROVEMENTS. 

“In the ten years before 1899,"" he said, “the 
Alton railroad spent about $140,000 a year on 
improvements. Ht was what was called a con- 
servatively managed road. But as a matter 
of fact it was suffering from ‘dry rot.’ In 
1898 the rate for freight was 30 per cent 
higher than in 1906. 

“This reduction has been accomplished by 
the expenditure of $22,000,000 on the prop- 
erty. Wespent $11,000,000 in reducing grades 
and waa elec outcurves. These changes 
enabled a Yocomotive to haul a load 50 per 
cent greater and increased the accommoda- 
tions that could be offered to shippers, while 
reducing the cost of conducting transporta- 
tion to the rallroad. 

“Then for new equipment and increased 
terminal facilities, track elevation in Chi- 
cugo, improved coaling and water stations, 
and installing the automatio block signal 
system another $11,000,000 has been spent 
since 1899. The benefits to business interests 
along the line through improved coaling and 
water stations arise in the fact that a loco- 
motive may be watered and coaled in say 
two minutes instead of five minutes. 

BUSINESS FOLLOWS ROAD. 

“This means an increased movement of 
trains and reduction in the cost of operation 
and improved service for shippers. To in- 
crease the business of the railroad through 
such means is to increase the business in 
its territory. The expenditure of $11,000,- 
000 on 900 miles of road for reduction in 
grades and straightening curves seems pretty 
liberal. While the gross business increased, 
the reduction in rates was equal to $2,225,000, 
and this sum has through lessened charges 
been distributed to business interests along 
the line. 

** For $22,000,000 expended the net returns 
to the stockholders have increased but $660,- 
000. Doesn’t it look like users of the roads’ 
facilities have been greatly benefited? Six 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars in- 
come to the stockholders on $22,000,000 ex- 
penditure is not a great thing for the share- 
holders. The money could have been loaned 
out for a better return than that. 

“To reduce passenger fares on the Alton 
would be to take away additional large sums 
from the shareholders of the Alton. In 1898 
for every ton of freight carried one mile 
there was returned to the Alton stockholders 
$1. In 1906 that sum was returned to the 
Alton shareholders for every 400 tons of 
freight carried one mile. This shows suc- 
cinctly what has been done for the patrons of 
the Alton railroad.”’ 


TELLS OF HIS OWN WORK. 

In an incidental conversation with refer- 
ence to the organization of the forces of the 
different roads operating under him, Mr, 
Harriman exploded some of the repeated 
tales about his dealings with certain promi- 
nent officials. He was saying: 

“Tt always has been my policy when I 
took over a new property not to change the 
working force. I have taken the force as 
I found it and sought to make the best I 
could of it. New men have not been intro- 
duced to disturb the harmony of the organi- 
zation as I found it. 

“Thet recalls that I have been accused 
of discharging Hayes from the Union Pacific 
because he would not follow my dictation. 
Mr. Hayes did not quit for that reason. ife 
was willing to continue with the Southern 
Pacific under me. I found, however, that 
he was gradually displacing men in the old 
organization and bringing along new men 
from Canada. 
~ WHY HE DISCHARGED HAYES. 

“TJ did not want anybody between me and 
my working force. I told Mr. Hayes my 
policy. It was agreed that I should give 
the matter further consideration. Mr. Hayes 
hardly had been president of the Southern 
Pacific long enough to get over the fact 
that he was president. But before I reached 
my dechion he came to me and said that 
he had thought over what I had said; that 
he believed I was right, and that he would 
like to remain with the Southern Pacific. 

“I gave the matter further consideration 
and finally decided that it would be for the 
good of the system that he retire. I had my 
notions pretty well fixed through my con- 
nection with the Union Pacific, and had 
thought out pretty clearly what I wanted 
to do for the Southern Pacific. Mr. Hayes 
went to Canada to the Grand Trunk and I 
am glad to say is doing well. He is @ fine 
fellow. He would like to get back into the 
states. 


SAYS BURT LEFT VOLUNTARILY. 

“Mr. Burt I did not discharge from the 
presidency of the Union Pacific. His retire- 
ment was a’voluntary act on his part. From 
the way I found the Union Pacific organized 
it seemed that in order to have the organiza- 
tion perfect I would be obliged to make cer- 
tain officials presidents,”’ said Mr. Harri- 
man, smiling, “‘ or in some other way har- 
monize the organization. I think and I 
thought a great deal of Mr. Burt as a rail- 
road man. I would have liked to have 
brought him to New York and had him next 


tome. He told me, however, that he wished 


to leave the Union Pacific on account of 
his wife’s health. He had never traveled 
and he wished to spend a year abroad. We 
parted the best of friends, and when in New 
York Mr. Burt calls at my home. 

‘Then there is the case of Mr. Fish. His 
leaving the road was the result of three 
years’ dissatisfaction on the part of the 
board of directors. It was not because of 


“inability to get along with me, but because 


of facts which I have stated before the 
interstate commerce coftmmission.. . 


EXPLAINS ATTACK ON FISH. 

" My statements before the interstate com- 
merce commission were made under oath. 
I don't recall anybody elge talking about the 
matter under oath. I assumed a serious re- 
sponsibility when I made the statements I 
did concerning the actions of Mr. Fish. 

“It has not been known that the board 


| of directors came here to my house while I 


was ill in bed and insisted that I make a 
statement of the facts if the matter came up 
before the commission. The directors them- 
séives had in mind the issuance of a state- 
ment. My replies to the commission set forth 
what the directors had long desired should 
be made public but which I had refrained 
from disclosing.” 


HOW HE RUNS HIS BOARD. 
This talk led up to the opinion obtaining 
generally that Mr. Harriman its a dictator in 
the boards of directors of which he is the 
dominating spirit. 
“ Let me say,” he said, “ that the business 


of our boards is not conducted as in most: 


boards of directors. We do not adopt a res- 
olution and then discuss it, consuming a large 
amount of'time. On thecontrary, we discuss 
a thing to be done. Every one presents his 
views, and it is absurd to say that the men 
on these boards have not ideas of their own. 
But as I say, we discuss whether a thing 
shall be done. After we have decided that, 
the lawyers are instructed to draw up the 
proper resolution. At a subsequent meeting 
the resolution may be discussed and adopted 
or not.” 

It is plain that whatever dictation Mr. 
Harriman exercises in his boards of directors 
is the result of his careful and consecutive 
thinking on the subject. He goes into a 
meeting with the solution of the problem in 
his mind. It is there becauae he has devoted 
his undivided attention to it and reasoned it 
out. Other members not so vitally interested 
may have given the subject but occasional 
thought, knowing that Mr. Harriman could 
be depended upon to do the thorough and 
heavy thinking. 

SECRET OF HIS SUCCESS. 

Mr. Harriman does not disappoint his di- 
rectors in this particular and as a kind of 
reward of industry, the matter usually goes 
his way. Out of some curiosity Mr. Harri- 
man was asked: 

“You have achieved a large measure of 
success in your undertakings. To what dom- 
inant trait in your character do you ascribe 
this success?’ 

Mr. Harriman’s answer was instantly given. 

“To do anything I undertook to do the 
best it could be done. Perhaps I should not 
put it that way, but say to do it the best I 
could do. Why, if you are going to be a 
preacher, not be the best preacher you can? 
If you are going to be anything, be the best 
you can.”’ 


BELIEVES IN CHICAGO SUBWAY. 

Before leaving Mr. Harriman his opinion 
on the Chicago subway project was asked. 

“I haven't heard much of it recently,’”’ he 
said. *“ Those tunnels ought to do well if 
there were codperation on the part of the 
business people of Chicago. But so far as 
I can understand it is hard work to get the 
merchants to have their places connected up. 
I don’t think the people quite understand 
how beneficial those tunnels could be made. 

“If we were given the privilege of carrying 
light, heat, and power, as well as telephone 
wires, we could do a@ great deal toward abol- 
ishing smoke. Chicago ought to be one of the 
brightest and cleanest cities in the country. 
If we were given the right to do what I sug- 
gest it would result in removing a great many 
of the small smoke making furnaces.” 

EDISON COMPANY NOT VITAL. 

“In your general notion of electrification 
of railroads it is thought the deal for taking 
over the Edison company might be carried 
out?” it was suggested. 

“O, the railroads could be electrified with- 
out the Edison company,” he remarked 
quietly. ; 

Another Harri interest said the Harri- 
mé@n people did not know much about elec. 
tricity. He left the inference that there was 
not a deep interest in the matter at thie 
time.

The street, which 
formulates new phraseology to suit new sit- 
uations, accordingly characterized the day 
for the most part as a “‘ silent panic.” 

International banking houses first cabled 
Berlin to know what was the extent of the 
trouble there. The consensus of replies was 
no failures were considered imminent. The 
Berlin money rates were high, but they were 
not yet, thank you, as high as the rates in 
New York. 

Hamburg, Antwerp, and Amsterdam also 
reported high money rates but no fear ofa 
panic. Paris, it was learned, had .no fears 
for itself, but as usual was putting its gold 
in strong boxes and sitting on the lid. 


London All Right So Far. 


In the morning it was reported cable advices 
from London showed failures had been “ nar- 
Fears for the-..worst are 
entertained for the fortnightly settlement, 
which begins tomorrow. Afternoon cables 
to many of the most prominent banking 
houses at least mitigated the force of these 
reports. One house received this laconic 
message: ‘‘ London is all right except for 
fears of New York. How are you?” 

Nevertheless inquiries regarding the gold 
supply drew the emphatic response that Lon- 
don would not, except in case of absolute 
force, consent to the withdrawal of any gold 
from that country to this. Neither would 
London consider it an act of international 
monetary comity if New York, taking ad-~ 
vantage of the prevailing rates of exchange, 
were to draw gold from the continental cen- 
ters. 

Money Goes to 15 Per Cent. 

Money in this market opened at 6 per cent, 
but by 11 o’clock had advanced to 7% per cent. 
As &@ consequence most of the renewals of 
call loans were made at 7 per cent, the high- 
est renewal rate for sometime. As liquida- 
tion on the stock market progressed, money 
rates singularly and unprecedentedly ad 
vanced. They reached a maximum of 15 per 
cent shortly after midday, though there was 
a decline later to 4% per cent. 

It was explained that the payments due 
between today and Friday, inclusive, in- 
volved by large installments on the Pennsyl- 
vania $60,000,000 note issue, on the North- 
western etock issue, and.on various minor 
new railroad securities made It necessary for 
individuals, banks, and trust companies, to 
call loans, and that the advance in rates was 
due primarily to these exigencies. 

For another reason, they said, there had 
been a remarkably heavy call for money 
from the interior, the demand generally. ex- 
ceeding that of any other of recent years 
this. season. Boston, it seemed, had been 
especially Importunate in its requests. One 
bank reported a shipment .of $500,000 this 
week to that center and others declared Bos- 
ton had taken more New York money than 
had any other city. The demand partly is 
due, it was believed, to speculation in cop- 
per stocks fin Boston, but mercantile and 
commercial causes contributed, it was added, 
more than was supposed. 


LONDON BROKERS IN A PANIC. 


Wild Excitement Reigns After Closing 
of Exchange—Feared Failures 
May Result from Crash. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
[Copyright: 1907: By the New York Herald.) 
LONDON, March 14, 8 a. m.—One of the 

severest falls experienced in American rail- 
road securities occurred after official hours 
of the London stock exchange last night and 
resulted in a panic. For a while wild ex- 
citement existed. 

There was a rumor in Shorters court to 
the effect that big forgeries had been dis- 
covered in some stocks and consequently 
prices were backed for all they were worth. 
The principal selling came from Berlin 
brokers, which city seemed. to know where 
the trouble lies. 

It is reported that difficulties have arisen 
with one or more brokers in London and that 
several failures probably will be announced 
before the week is out. Union Pacifics broke 
$12) and others in proportion. 

Commenting on the situation this morn- 
ing, the financial editor of the Morning 
Post writes: ** The latest maneuver of Amer- 
ican magnates is probably the most child- 
ish example of bluff of which they ever have 
been guilty. They have wrecked American 
railroads in the mind of the American iIn- 
vesting public by .using them as gambling 
counters for their own schemes. They 
have used millions of dollars which could 
have been employed for the benefit of the 
lines for the furtherance of pools and cor- 
ners, and now blandly suggest a conference. 
The only remedy is sound finance. A con- 
ference is useless. The slump in American 
railroad securities may bring considerable 
trouble to the other side of the Atlantic, 
but if it converts railroad administration 
into something better than a bucket shop 
it will be worth it.’ 


Berlin Boerse Depressed. 


BERLIN, March 13.—Prices on the boerse 
continued depressed today as a result of the 
unabated money stringency. While trading 
began with a recovery in prices because op- 
erators saw that yesterday's marked weak- 
ness was without cause, so far as foreign 
markets were concerned, still quotations 
dropped later upon-provincial selling orders 
and the downward movement gained a new 
impulse thereby, particularly industrial 
shares and municipal loans. 


CANADIAN EXCHANGES TOTTER. 


Ruinous Crash Expected in Toronto 
and Montreal When New York 
. Market Opens Today. 


Toronto, Ont., March 13.—[Special.]—The 
feeling in local financial circles tonight is 
that the strain of speculation by the Cana- 
dian public has reached its limit. The stock 
markets both here and at Montreal are close 
to the edge of a precipice, over which they 
may tumble at any moment. Several large 
blocks of New York Central are held here 
on a giim margin, and a collapse in these 
accounts is looked forward to on the opening 
of the New York stock exchange tomorrow. 

The crucial stage in the Canadian situation: 
was forced by the enormous declines in the 
New York market. The January statement 
of the Canadian chartered banks showed a 
loss of upwards of $17,000,000 in deposits, and

Likea 
good many other people, he had become tired 
of pouring money into a rat hole and never 
getting it out again. He announced, there- 
fore, at that time, which was the last week'in 
September, that he would call for this loan 
along about February or March. The idea 
of this was that the banks could use the mon- 
ey when there was a large demand for funds, 
and then after the January interest and div- 


idend payment could return it to the govern- 


ment to be held in the treasury until there 
was a renewed demand, when it could be re- 
turned to the banks. This would providea 
requisite amount of ebb and flow or elasticity 
of the circulating medium which eastern 
bankers have been howling for during many 
years. + 


Cortelyou Helps the Street. 

This was the situation up to yesterday. 
The time for the return of these government 
loans had expired. Uncie Sam was not get- 
ting a cent of interest, and the banks had the 
use of the money not onry when the interest 
rates were high but later on when there was 
an abundant supply of funds for every legiti- 
mate purpose, 

If Secretary Cortelyou, following out the 
notice given by Secretary Shaw last fall, had 
called for the return of the $30,000,000 of 
government money, somebody would have 
been squeezed. According to the best infor- 
mation obtainable, Wall street was uncertain 
until this morning that Secretary Cortelyou 
would not demand the return of the govern- 
ment funds, and thus precipitate high money 
rates. This fear, it is believed, was one of 
the principal reasons back of the panic condi- 
tion which was so suddenly precipitated in 
Wall street today. 

When the panic condition in Wall street 
reached its height, Secretary Cortelyou went 
to the White house and, after a conference 
with the president; it was decided, as might 
have been expected, not to call upon the 
banks for the loans made to them by Secre- 
tary Shaw, with a time limit, last September. 
This leaves the money on deposit, and will 
relieve the fear of Wall street that the treas- 
ury would take part in the bear movement 
by increasing the money rate. This decision 
for the relief of the market was announced 
in an official statement from the treasury 
department, which read as follows: 

‘‘ The secretary of the treasury announced 
this afternoon that it is not his intention to 
fix at present a date upon which the $30,000,- 
000 additional deposits placed with existing 
depository banks, secured by state, munici- 
pal, and railroad bonds under terms of the 
press announcement of Sept. 27, 1906, shall be 
returned to the treasury.’ 

If the incipient Wall street panic.was or- 
ganized for the purpose: of compelling the 
government to allow its money to remain on 
deposit, it was successful. lf it was intended 
to modify the president's economic and gen- 
eral financial policy, it will have to be a good 
deal more serious than present conditions in- 


dicate, 


Real Business in No Danger. 

There is, it is said, no danger of any 
serious interference with legitimate business. 
With at least $50,000,000 in the treasury at 
the disposal of the secretary he can break 
down the money market at any time he sees 
fit to act. It would be unwise of him, how- 
ever, to act hurriedly and to waste funds in 
stopping a Wall street panic which might 
be needed later on by legitimate business in- 
terests. 

This is the financial policy of the new 
secretary of the treasury up to date. He 
will not precipitate further distress in Wall 
street by calling for the government time 
loan. He will make new deposits if they are 
necessary,» but he will probably retain in 
his own hands sufficient funds to protect the 
real business interests of the country, entire- 
ly aside from the stock gamblers’ raids, 
about which there inevitably clings the sus- 
picion of having been ‘“‘ assisted”’’ by prac- 
ticed manipulators of the market. 


Conference on Railroads. 

A long conference in regard to the railway 
situation was held in the executive offices of 
the White house this evening. It was at- 
tended by President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
State Root, Secretary of the Treasury Cor- 
telyou, and Chairman Knapp and Commis- 
sioner: Lane of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The purpose of the conference was 
to determine what the course of the president 
should be in his interview with the railroad 
presidents. 

The date for the conference has not been 
fixed, but probably it will occur some time 
within a few days. President Hughitt of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad left 
Chicago for Washington today. Before see- 
ing President Roosevelt the railroad heads 
will have a meeting, at which they will decide 
on what they will say to Mr. Roosevelt. 


PASSENGER REVENUE IS LESS. 


Report of Illinois Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission Says Roads Show 
Decrease of $2,241,492. 


Springfield, Ill, March 13.—[ Special. ]—A 
decrease of $2,241,402 in passenger revenue on 
Illinois railroads is shown in the annual re 
port of the railroad and werehouse commis- 
sion today to Gov. Deneen. ‘This fact is given 
in a statement by the commission advising 
that no hasty action be taken in the reduction 
of passenger rates.

| REAL DANGER FROM TOO HASTY ACTION.

Boston, Mass., March 13. [Special] —Answering 
your telegram, it seems hardly necessary to say that I

& HOSTILITY DUE TO CHEAP POLITICS.

Washington, D. C., March 13. [Special].—The panic 
which culminated in 1893 commenced with the railways 
in 1887. Prior to °87 all kinds of ‘money was available 

¥Y for building new lines and 
there was great speculation 
in railway securities. Fol- 
lowing the panic of '76 
all the prices of material 
and wages and therefore 
the expenses of operation 
increased year by year to 


such an extent that in ‘87 - 


the margin of railway 
profits became so small 
that in the following years 
the railways were com- 
pelled to reduce expenses 
by allowing their properties 
to depreciate for want of 
proper maintenance. The 
volume of traffic and the 
gross earnings continued 
-to increase until 1892, but 
the net earnings decreased 
in spite of the borrowings from the properties by 
allowing the roads and equipments to depreciate. 

In my judgment the history of ’87 is now being 
repeated. During the last ten years unlimited money 
has been available which has been used by the railways 
not so much in building new lines as in reconstructing 
and increasing the facilities of the existing lines to 
enable them to carry the enormously increased volume 
of traffic. As in 1887, in-the twinkling of an eye, the 
money resources of the railways available from the 
sale of permanent securities for providing further 
facilities have disappeared, and to complete existing 
contracts for equipment and for uncompleted improve- 
ments the most prosperous and best known companies 
have been compelled to resort to the dangerous ex- 
pediency of borrowing from the banks on two or three 
year notes. 

As in ’87 the cost of material, coal and wages has 
advanced to a point which, without an advance in 
rates, will leave no margin of profit, and the state 
legislatures and commissioners are attempting to reduce 
state rates to such an extent that the reductions, if 
made effective, would necessarily reduce interstate 
rates to such an extent that the most prosperous lines 
would be compelled to suspend dividend payment im- 
mediately. 

But such a catastrophe will not happen immediately. 
The railway companies will not submit to such reduc- 
tions of their rates without an appeal to the courts. 
Besides, by curtailing facilities and giving poorer 
service, and. permitting the property to depreciate, 
enough can be saved for the time being to postpone 
the final collapse for probably four or five years, just 
as the culmination of the disasters of '87 was postponed 
until 93. 

In my judgment the volume of traffic will increase 
and the general business of the country, especially in 
the west, will continue to increaseeand to the super- 
ficial observer appear more prosperous for three or four 
years, or as long as the railroads can keep afloat; but 
when the railways pass into the hands of receivers 
in a wholesale way, the merchant, the banker, the 
manufacturer and the farmer will see stars. 

The railways will get through with a few years of 
interests and dividends. How many or which ones of 
now prosperous merchants, bankers, manufacturers 
and farmers will get through a panic caused by the bank- 
ruptcy of the railways, who can tell? 

Have the action of Mr. Roosevelt and the investiga- 
tions he has instigated done it? 

In my judgment the facts in respect to discrimina- 
tion in rates, the methods of booming stocks which such 
action and investigations have disclosed, are largely 
responsible for the collapse of railway credits, but unless 
the thunder can be held responsible for the damage 
done by the lightning, the actions of the President 


cannot be regarded as responsible for the collapse of 
railway credits. 3 

I think the time has come when, if the whole regula- 
tion of railways can be done by the general government 
and the discordant regulations by state government can 
be eliminated, a system of government regulation 
could gradually be evolved which would insure to all 
shippers fair and equal treatment, and which would 
give to railway investments that stability of values 
which is so desirable.

Managers Estimate Easy Vic- 
tory, Based on Interest for 
Traction Peace. 


Registration returns and the telephone 
calls of republican leaders who are elated 
with them have done more for Fred A. Busse 
than the corps of physicians and nurses 
which has worked over him since he re- 
turned to Chicago from the Altoona hospital. 
All day yesterday the injured postmaster 
hobbled about his rooms, talking to callers 
and answering the telephone, more active 
than he has been at any time since he was 
injured. 

The registration returns of Tuesday are 
looked upon by the republican leaders as half 
of the campaign victory, and they lost no 
time in placing this information in Mr 
Busse’s possession. The effect of this tonic 
was such that the injured postmaster’s at- 
tendants said last evening that there was 
little doubt but that he probably would be 
in condition to visit his downtown headquar- 
ters on Saturday. 

James Reddick, chairman of the county 
central committee, was among the first to 
talk with Mr. Busse regarding the returns, 
and Mr. Reddick is one of the most hopeful 
as the result of the record breaking figures. 

‘“ The traction issue brought out the voters, 
and it is this same issue that will bring them 
out again election day,’’ said Mr. Reddick. 
“It is the old proposition over again—the 


voters want a quick settlement of the trac- 


tion question and it looks as if they would 
snow all opposition to the ordinances under 
such a heavy vote that the other side won't 
be heard from again.” 


Big Victory Is Computed. 


This line of argument was followed by a 
still further delving into statistics which in- 
dicated and not without every show of plaus- 
ibility that the republicans should be vic- 
torious by a big majority if the registration 
figures may be depended upon. 

Before the registration returns came in 
democratic leaders argued that 80,000 demo- 
cratic voters’ would place. their names upon 
the polling lists.

Mr. Buese had voted against both the 
Humphrey and Alien bills when they were 
before the legislature and voted in favor of 
a repeal of the latter after it had become a 
law.

If we were to attempt to answer all the lies 
the Dunne people probably will start, we 
would not have time to attend to anything 
else.

POLIGE FOR SHIP STRIKE. 


CHIEF COLLINS PLANS TO SEND 
MOUNTED SQUAD TO YARDS. 


Talk of Strike Breakers Incenses Men 
in Walkout, and Detachment of 
Horse Guards May Cover Impen4d- 
ing Disturbances—Union Believes 
Trouble Will Be Short Because of 
Big Contracts—Theater Musicians 
Object to Sitting Under Stage. 


_ ——- 


The first opportunity afforded the new 
mounted police to prove their usefulness in 
strikes may come in connection with the 
' trouble at the yards of the Chicago Ship- 
building company at South Chicago. Chief 
of Police Collins is prepared to throw a 
squadron of the mounted men into the strike 
district oh a moment's notice. Indications 
yesterday were that unusual police guards 
may be needed. 

The company practically has decided to 
put strikebreakers in the places of the 800 
boilermakers who walked out at the ship- 
building plant. Plans in this direction are 
awaiting the approval of R. C. Wetmore, 
secretary of the company, who ts expected 
to reach Chicago from Cleveland today or 
tomorrow. 

President J. F. Dunneof the Boilermakers’ 
the Iron Shipbuilders’ International union 
said that his orders had taken out prac- 
tically every employé of the company at its 
five big plants on the great lakes. Nearly 
5.000 men directly were affected, he said, 
while three times that number probably 
will be thrown out of work indirectly. The 
South Chicago plant is one of the largest of 
the company’s yards. 

The strikers were notified that Robert Wal- 
lace of Cleveland, president of the Amer- 
ican Shipbuilding company, would refuse to 
treat with a delegation. It was declared that 
the strikers in each shipyard must settle 
their differences with the local company em- 
ploying them. 

At a meeting of the South Chicago union, 
held last night, it was repeatedly declared 
no such settlement would be attempted. The 
men {n the various yards have demanded a 
uniform working scale and -assert this can- 
not be secured by independent action. 


FAIL TO TRACE $173,000; ° 
GUARD AGAINST NEW THEFT. 


Assistant Treasurer Bantz Still in Dark 
Over Big Loss—Subtreasury Now 
Enforces Strict Rules. 


The disappearance of the $175,000 from the 
subtreasury is as much a pugzle as ever, ac 
cording ‘to the federal officials who are work- 
ing on the case. Assistant United States 
Treasurer Bantz said last night that he is 
totally in the dark as to how the money dis- 
appeared. Both Mr. Bantz and Capt. Porter 
of the secret service denied stories to the ef- 
fect that part of the money has been returned, 

it has become noticeable at the subtreas- 
ury that persons coming to the subtreasury 
with packages are obliged to leave them in 
the lobby. Strict rules which do not permit 
omployés to enter cages in which they have 
no business are belng enforced, 

This rule is said to have been violated dur- 
ing George W. Fitzgerald's service as assort- 
ing teller. Mr. Bantz holds that Fitzgerald 
is responsible technically for the disappear- 
ance of the money, although at the same time 
it is declared that he is not suspected of be- 
ing criminalky liable. 

Mr. Bantz said that he is at a loss to ac- 
count for Fitzgerald’s alleged hints to the 
effect that the trail of the thief is being un- 
covered rapidly. 

‘“‘T wish I could say as much,”’ 
Bantz.

WANT $1,000 FOR RANSOM 


KIDNAPERS OF DELAWARE BOY 
MAKE THIRD DEMAND. 


Letter Received at Dover Promises 
the Return of 4 Year Old Son of 
Dr. Horace Marvin if Bag of Gold 
Is Left with Man Wearing a Red 
Handkerchief Around His Neck— 
Detectives Accept Missives as Gen- 
uine Clew, 


Dover, Del. March 13.—[{ Special. }—The 
third letter demanding a ransom of $1,00U 
for the return of Horace N. Marvin, gon of 
Dr. Horace N. Marvin, was received by the 
father tonight, and upon these three mes- 
sages. calling for-money the detectives have 
turned their attention to run down the kid- 
napers. 

State officials received the letter. While 
the authorities belittle the ransom letters 
which have arrived within the last two days 
their actions indicate they assume them to be 
of vast importance. With the arrival of the 
third letter tonight all three were repeatedly 
scanned and the handwriting compared. 

Text of the Letter. 

The letter received today was mailed from 
Philadelphia and was written ina fairly good 
hand. It is as follows: 

‘* For $1,000 wea will return your boy. Take 
the money to the entrance of the Brandywine 
Springs park, Wilmington, Del. There you 
will see a man with a red handkerchief 
around his neck. Hand the coin to him and 
pass on. Don't tell the police, for if you do 
you will never get him alive. Others will be 
around to watch you, so don’t try any funny 
business. THE VELVET WAND.”’ 

Father Is Hopeful. 

Dr. Marvin was pleased at the arrival of 
the third letter. He declared that he thought 
that the messages demanding the ransom 
would be valuable clews to the kidnapers 
and would result in their speedy capture.

WHENCUT GLASS ISN'T CUT 


ANSWER: WHEN IT’S IN PENN- 
SYLVANIA’S STATEHOUSE. 


Investigating Committee Discovers 
That Chandelier Globes Charged 
For as Being Imported from France 
Were Really Made at Home—Crys- 
tals That Cost the Taxpayers $853 
Were Bought by the Contractor for 
$260-——-Same Way All Through. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 138.—[Special.]— 
That an average of $40 apiece was paid by 
the state for the ordinary glass globes on 
the $2,000,000 chandeliers in Pennsylvania's 
new $13,000,000 statehouse was the startling 
discovery of the investigation committee to- 
day. 

These globes were supposed be 
“ Baccarat cut glass’ imported from Bac- 
earat, France. They were not, however, but 
were mapufactured by a glass company of 
Pittsburg. 

This sensational testimony was given today 
by E. P. Ebberts of the Pheenix Glass com- 
pany. He testified that the globes had been 
bought from him by the Pennsylvania Bronze 
company. and by them furnished to John 
H. Sanderson & Co., the capitol contractors. 


Charge $853; Cost $260. 

Senator De Wart, a member of the com- 
mittee, asked: 

‘Sanderson & Co. charged $853 for furnish- 
ing the glass for the chandeliers in this 
room. How much did it actually cost?’ 

Mr. Pbberts said the glass had been fur- 
nished by his firm for $260. 

‘Are these globes Baccarat cut glass as 
per specifications?’’ he was asked. 

“Tt is not Baccarat cut glass. I do not 
think there is a piece of Baccarat cut glass in 
the building. It came from the Phenix 
Glass company.” 

“ But it is not nearly so expensive as the 
Baccarat cut glass, is it?’’ 

“No, sir.” 


No Baccarat Cut Glass.

Leonidas H. Kerrick. 

Bloomington, Il., March 13.—[Special.]— 
L. H. Kerrick, one of the leading stockmen 
of Illinois and a trustee of the University of 
lilinois, was found dead in bed this morning. 
He had returned”“last evening from Cham- 
paign, where he was honored yesterday by 
election to the presidency of the trustees of 
the University of Illinois. 

Mr. Kerrick was born in Franklin county, 
Ind., in 1846. The family removed to Wood- 
ford county, this state, in 1866. Mr. Kerrick 
was graduated from Illinois Wesieyan uni- 
versity here. For one year he was principal 
of the model school which was the forerun- 
ner of the preparatory department. In 1867 
he accompanied the famous Prof. John W. 
Powell upon an exploring trip to the Rocky 
mountains. Immediately after his gradua- 
tion Mr. Kerrick commenced the study of 
law, and was admitted to practice in 1868. 
In 1871 he was elected on the republican 
ticket to the Illinois legislature. 

Mr. Kerrick was compelled to give up the 
law on account of ill health, and was advised 
to engage infarming. He soon became wide- 
ly known on account of his success in scien- 
tific farming and stock breeding, and his fa- 
mous Black Angus cattle have been a feature 
at the international stock show in Chicago 
for twenty-five years. 

In 1902 Mr. Kerrick was elected trustee ot 
the University of Dlinois, and yesterday, at 
a meeting in Champaign, was elected to the 
presidency of the board to succeed S. A. 
Bullard, who had been president for seven- 
teen years. 


OBITUARY. 


HORACE J. CHAPIN, 88 years old, for two 
terms a member of the Massachusetts legis- 
lature, died at Galesburg, Ill., yesterday. He 
was a native of Connecticut, and, as a young 
man, helped survey the railroad from Albany 
to Boston. He was an early republican and 
helped: to elect Lincoln president. He had 
lived in Galesburg forty years. 

FRITZ SCHEEL, conductor of the Phila- 
delphia orchestra, well known in America 
and Europe, died yesterday in a private hos- 
pital at Philadelphia, after a month's ill- 
ness He suffered a mental and physical 
breakdown some time ago, and then was 
stricken with pneumonia.

He was born in Cologne, Germany, in 1824. 

HARRY M. BLAKE, a well known English 
actor, who had been leading man with Crane, 
Gillette, and Nat Goodwin, died at Colorado 
Springs yesterday of tuberculosis.

used by Assistant District Attorney Wilker- 
son in his reply yesterday to the argument of 
Attorney John 8S. Miller, for the defense, who 
had objected to the further trial of the case 
on the ground that material points in the 
indictment had not been proven. 

In brief the decisions hold that the posting 
or nonposting of the tariff sheets in railway 
stations cannot affect the legality of a rate 
regularly printed and filed by the railroad 
company with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. By tmplication the decisions are 
declared by the government to g0 even 
further and uphold the prosecution in its 
contention that the other directory pro- 
visions of the Elkins law are merely. for the 
convenience of the public. It is on the non- 
compliance with these that Mr. Miller’s ob- 
jections are based. 


Miller Restates His Points. 

In the opening argument on the objections, 
which consumed most of the morning, Mr. 
Miller gave a recapitulation of the points 
raised by him. 

These were: 

That the Chicago and Alton was not a common 
carrier for the entire distance between Chappell, 
lll., and St. Louis, Mo. 

That no rate on oi! was quoted in the Alton 
tariffs from Chappell to St. Louis. 

Thet Chappell wes not -named im the 
tariits ae a shipping point. 

That the tariff sheets had not be@m posted in two 
conspicuous places tn the station at Chappell, ae 
required by law, and without which the shipper 
could not be held criminally liable. 


Points Made by Wilkerson. 

The points made by Assistant District At- 
torney Wilkerson in his reply, which will be 
concluded this morning, were: 

That by publishing and filing with its tariffs the 
schedules of the bridge companies’ charges the 
Alton, within the meaning of rulings by the inter- 
state commerce commission, established a through 
rate for the transportation of freight. 

That even if Chappell and East St. Louis are in 
the same state the destination of the shipments 
were to St. Louis, Mo., and they thus became in- 
terstate commerce. 

That even if the rate between Chappell and St. 
Louis is a combination rate it can be proven under 
the indictment, in which a thing or an act com- 
mitted may be charged by its legal effect. 

That the posting of tariff sheets is directory, not 
mandatory, and in no sense a legal defense to a 
shipper for a violation of the law. 

It was in connection with the last point 
that the decisions by Justice White were 
regi. They were handed down Feb. 25 and 
decided the case of the Texas and Pacific 
railroad company vs. the Abilene Cotton Oil 
company, and the same plaintiff in error 
egainst the Cisco Oil Milling company. 

Tarif? Evidence Is Admitted. 

One big point gained by the prosecution, 
should Judge Landis overrule the objections 
of the defense, is that much testimony as to 
possession of railroad tariffs by the Standard 
Oil company has been admitted without com- 
ment by Mr. Miller and his associates on the 
theory that it was immaterial. In case the 
government's contention is correct the ques- 
tion of publication will have been settledand 
the defense shut out from offering objections 
to it.

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PICK ONLY SEVEN JORORS 


LAWYERS MOVE SLOWLY IN THE 
LESLIE MURDER CASE. 


Leopold's Attorney Consumes Much 
Time with Objections to Questions 
Aaked by Prosecution — Nicholas 
Says He Will Not Deny Making 
Confession—V. R,. O’Shea’s Third 
Trial on Charge of Killing His 
Wife Set for April 3. 


Seven jurors were obtained yesjgrday to 
try Howard E. Nicholas and Leonard Leo- 
pold, charged with the murder of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Leslie. Two days have been spent in 
examining veniremen. Objection to impos- 
ing the death penalty in murder cases is 
responsible for excusing many. 

Judge Ball's court was crowded all day. 
Many women were present. artin P. 
Woody of Indianapolis, father of the slain 
woman, appeared in court for the first time. 
He came to Chicago soon after Mrs. Leslie 
was found dead at the Palace hotel. It 
was at his instance the police began an in- 
vestigation. 


Will Not Deny His Confession. 

Both Leopold and Nicholas are watching 
the case carefully and frequently take notes. 
Nicholas said he would not deny making a 
confession when he takes the stand, but that 
he would demonstrate the way in which the 
police obtained it. 

In the examination of veniremen much time 
was exhausted by Attorney 8S. E. Foos, repre- 
senting Leopold. He made frequent objec- 
tions to questions asked by Assistant State's 
Attorney Benedict J. Short and followed 
them up with arguments. The record is be- 
ing well filled with exceptions, and the trial 
promises to be long drawn out. Jurors ob- 
tained were:

O’Shea Trial Set for April 3. 

After a determined effort had been made 
to have his case postponed until after May 1 
Judge Pinckney set the hearing of Victor 
Roland O'Shea, charged with the murder of 
his wife, for April 3. O’Shea has been tried 
twice, \the verdict of the jury being man- 
slaughter at the second trial. There was a 
disagreement in the first. 

Based on this fact, O’Shea’s father, Attor- 
ney P. J. O'Shea, asked Judge Pinckney to 
sit with two other judges to pass on the 
right of any court to try the defendant again 
for murder. Assistant State's 
James Barbour opposed the motion on the 
ground that it was pernicious and obsolete in 
Illinois. Judge Pinckney sided with him. 

O'Shea killed his wife, Amy Hogensgn, to 
whom he had been secretly married, at the 
home of her parents near Humboldt park, in 
July, 1902. He attempted to commit suicide 
afterward and spent several months in a 
hospital before his self-inflicted Wound 


healed. 


SAWYER AVENUE TO GET PAVING 


Citizens Obtain Promise from Board of 
Improvements That Worn Out 
Asphalt Will Be Fixed. 


The board of local improvements yesterday 
promised to heal up the cracksin the Sawyer 
avenue asphalt pavement in response to a 
persistent demand for justice from taxpay- 
ers. F. E. King, the leader of the citizens 
asking for justice, appeared prepared to 
fight, and he gave the board to understand 
that there would be no crawling out‘of the 
affair as long as he was able to protest 
against poor paving. 

The members of the board promised to go 
out and inspect the pavement as soon ag the 
weather will permit.

'RUEF IS BALKED: 


LAST PLEA LOST. 


Efforts to Secure Displace- 
ment of Judge Dunife 
Come to Naught. 


TRIAL TO COME MONDAY. 


Court Grants Delay of Four Days; 
Elisor Still in Charge of 
Indicted *‘* Boss.”’ 


San Francisco, Cal., March 18.,—(Special. ]— 
The trial of “ Abe’’ Ruef, political boss, ac- 
cused of extortion, was begun and halted 
today. 

A lively clash of the opposing counsel enter- 
tained the spectators in the crowded court- 
room when the case was called. 

It was at the suggestion of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Heney that a four days’ sus- 
pension of the trial finally was ordered after 
the names of four talesmen were drawn. 

The feature of today’s session, aside from 
the fact that the actual trial of the indicted 
boss was begun by the calling of talesmen, 
was the‘spirited attempt of Ruef’s lawyers to 
induce Judge Dunne toconfess himself preju- 
diced against the defendant and to granta 
change of trial judges. 

This attempt, opposed by Mr. Heney, failed 


' at every point. Im contravention of effida- 


vits of bias and prejudice filed by the defense 
the prosecution filed affidavits of denial, 
among them one by Judge Dunne himself 
and another by Heney, and it was by object- 
ing to the weighing of these charges and 
countercharges by Judge Dunne that the de- 
fense opened its battle for his replacement 
on the bench. 

After more than an hour had been spent in 
a debate that was lively throughout, and, at 
times, acrimonious, Judge Dunne ruled 
against the motion for a change of venue and 
ordered the case to proceed. 

Just before court was adjourned to Monday 
Heney asked that the disqualification of the 
sheriff and coroner and the continuance of 
the elisor be ordered, and that Ruef be re- 
manded to the custody of the elisor for so 
long as the trial shall last. This motion was 
attacked by Attorney Aceh, who denounced 
it as ‘‘tyrannical and arbitrary,’’ but the 
order was granted. 


BETTER RATES TO SOUTHEAST.

Passenger and freight rates between Chi- 
cago and southeastern points are to be ad- 
justed to conform to rates now given New 
York and other eastern points.

@ result of the Morton Park bank failure, 
Was examined before Referee in Bankruptcy 
Frank Wean yesterday concerning hig bank- 
ing operations. After a fruitless examina- 
tion the former banker was again locked up 
in the county jail and the hearing continued. 
The sale of collateral, from which the cred- 
itors hope to realize something for their 
losses, was set for March 21. 

Atkinson could not remember how much he 
paid for the Lincoln bank when he purchased 
it from W. W. Weare.

He attributed 
a part of the cause of his failure to the refusal 
of the town of Cicero to cash the tax war- 
rante he had on hand. He said the Wauke- 
sha Water company was solvent and would 
have furnished funds to reimburse the bank. 

Atkinson admitted that he had but $1,000 
when he came to Chicago in 1904 to purchase 
the Lincoln bank. He said the deposits 
amounted to $35,000 and the value of the 
building was $60,000. He said he could give 
no information as to figures without his 
memoranda.

SANITARY BOARD ASKS POWER TO 
TAKE OUT “DAM NO. 1.” 


Economy Company, Said to Be Headed 
by John J. Mitchell, Will Be De- 
prived of Capacity to Operate Plant 
if Bill Soon to Be Introduced in the 
Legislature, with Governor’s Ap- 
Pproval, Becomes Law-—President 
MeCormick Defends Attitude. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., March 13.—[Spectal.]—As 
& result of a conference between representa- 
tives of the Chicago ganitary district board, 
the Illinois and Michigan canal commission, 
and the deep waterway commission in Gov. 
Deneen’s office this afternoon, it has been 
decided that a bill shall be introduced in the 


| exislature to create what is known as “ step 
NO. ) 


-”"’ in the deep waterway scheme. 

In doing thig it will be necessary to take 
out dam No, 1 in the Desplaines river, which 
is rented from the IJlinois and Michigan 
canal by the Economy Light and Power-com- 
pany, and thereat will arise a great outcry. 

For a nominal rental the company secures 
the use of the power developed at this dam, 
and the removal of it will knock the useful- 
ness of the company, which is said to be 
headed by John J. Mitchell, sky high. 


Rights May Be Canceled. 


President McCormick of the sanitary dis- 
trict board, in answer to objections raised by: 
the old canal commission. pointed to @ sec- 
tion in the statutes which gives the state 
the absolute right to cancel all water power 
rights at any time when it may be deemed 
necessary for the best interest of the etate, 
and to do so without compensation to the 
Company which may possess these rights. 

With this dam out and another one con- 
structed below Joliet, the second step in the 
waterway will be completed. For the re- 
mainder of the scheme it has been proposed! 
that water power privileges be granted to 
private companies on condition that they: 
build the dams necessary to carry the deep 
waterway to its completion. These proposi- 
tions have notdeveloped out of the shadowy 
Stage as vet. 

Protest at Dam Removal. 

The Illinois and Michigan canal commis- 
sioners are protesting vigorously against the 
destruction of dam No. 1, rented from them 
by the Economy company, asserting thet this 
is the only source of revenue possessed by 
the old canal. 

They offered to transfer to the sanitary dis- 
trict all the old canal north of Joliet, if the 
district, in exchange, would guarantee the 
amount necessary for the upkeep of the old 
canal south of that point. This proposition 
Was rejected, and after much é@rgument, 
which did not get the conferees anywhere 
near an agreement, ft was decided to place 
the matter in the hands of a committee con- 
sisting of Lyman E. Cooley, Isham Ran- 
dolph, and Leon McDonald, superintendent 
of the Illinois and Michigan canal, for con- 
sideration in the hope that a compromise 
agreement can be worked out. 

The sanitary district. representatives argue 
that the removal of dam No. 1 is essential 
to the carrying out of the deep waterway 
project, and to the realization of the plans 
of the district board for the economical elec- 
tric lighting of Chicago, Joliet, and cities tn 
the river valley. 


CITY BEAUTIFUL PLANS AIDED. 


House Committee at Springfield Favor- 
ably Reports Bills Authorizing 
Proposed Boulevard Link. 


Springfield, Ill., March 138.—[Special.]—The 
plans of the Merchants’ club for the beautify- 
ing of Chicago by the camstruction of a boul- 
evard connecting tWe north and south side 
park systems were advanced today when the 
house committee on parks and boulevards 
reported out the bills granting the park dis- 
tricts authority to issue bonds and to con- 
struct elevated boulevards. 

As advocates of the plans a Chicago dele- 
gation, including Edward B. Butler, Charles 
Wacker, Lyman Walton, Francis P. Sim- 
mons, and Attorney George P. Merrick, and 
R P. Hollett, appeared before the commit- 
tee and explained the proposition in full. 

The bills reported out include one authoriz- 
ing an issuance of bonds by the south park 
board. one authorizing an issue by the Lin- 
coln park district, not to exceed $1,000,000, 
and a bill authorizing the city council to 
confer on the park boards the right to con- 
struct elevated boulevards not over one mile 
in length. The committee also reported out 
the house bill to authorize the south park 
boara.to construct a- lake shore drive and 
acquire title to submerged land for this 
purpose. ! 

All of the speakers appearing before the 
committee laid particular stress upon the 
unanimity of sentiment and ideas regarding 
the proposed improvement. The three inter- 
ests involved—the two park boards and the 
citv—it was deciared, were in thorough accord 
upon the proposition, and the people of the 
whole great city were said to bein favor of it.

Leaders at Springfield Decide 
to Group Boards and Bu- 
reaus in Oné Structure. 


SEE ECONOMY IN PLAN. 


Measure Enabling South Park to 
Construct Lake Shore Boulé- 
vard Is Passed. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, LL, March 13.—[Special.]—A 
state building near Twelfth street and Michi- 
gan avenue ig planned for Chicago, the house 
organization after consultation with the sen- 
ate having decided to group all state bureaus 
and boards having offices in Chicago and 
house them with the Appellate court in a 
state building. The state owns land in the 
vicinity mentioned and it ig argued that pay- 
ment of rentals for numerous offices of state 
officiale and boards located in Chicago is not 
economy. 

For this reason, Representative John Ogles- 
by today introduced in the house @ bill pre- 
pared by the house appropriations committee 
setting aside $60,000 for the construction of 
a building on this site. 

For the purpose of drawing the plans and 
exercising general supervision over the con- 
struction the bill proposes the creation of a 
building commission, headed by the gov- 
ernor, a body similar to that having charge of 
the erection of a Supreme court building now 
under construction im Springfield. 

The house passed the Illinois Central ap- 
propriation bills im the morning, one giving 
the governor $100,000 for the continuance of 
the investigation, and the other allpwing the 
attorney general $10,000 for suit against the 
company. Another democratic change of 
front gave both bilis enough votes to go 
through with their emergency clauses at- 
tached, and the money will be available as 
soon as the governor attaches his signature. 
Only two votes were recorded against the 
larger of the appropriation bills and none 
against that for the attorney general. Repre- 
sentative Allen, republican, and Luke, dem- 
ocrat, voted against the $100,000 appropria- 
tion bilk _ 


Local Option Bill Reported. 

A compromise local option bill was reported 
into the house by Representative Sheldon, 
chairman of the judiciary committee, and has 
been made a special order of second reading 
for tomorrow, with the proviso that it will 
not be taken up if the bill has not been 
printed by that time. 

The bill regulating employment agencies 
a preventing abuses was sent to third 
reading without amendment after its pro- 
visions had been explained by Representa- 
tive Ton, who introduced the original meas- 
ure. In explaining it he said: 

“This bill is intended to put a stop to the 
many fraudulent devices at present practiced 
by dishonest employment agencies. The 
present law protects only the agency and not 
the man seeking employment. Men with 
penitentiary records are operating employ- 
ment agencies, and there is no way in which 
licenses can be refused them under the pres- 
ent law. 

“ Under the present act registration fees 
in all manner of disguises are charged for 
merely filing an application or looking up 
references. Some agencies make no sincere 
effort to secure employment for their ap- 
plicants, living entirely on registration fees. 

* The inserting of so-called blind ‘ ads’ is 
the cause of much of the distrust that em- 
ployment agencies are held in at present. 
They are used to allure and deceive the un- 
employed, and none of the honest agencies 
in the state is using such methods. These 
are some of the practices which this bill pro- 
poses to stop.” 


Would Revise Tariff Laws. 


Representative McGoorty reported in a 
joint resolution memorializing the president 
of the United States to call a specia) session 
of congress as soon as possible to revise the 
existing tariff laws. The senate passed a 
joint resolution providing for the acceptance 
of a donation of war relics from Mrs. John 
A. Logan and providing a suitable place for 
them in the statehouse, and the house, to 
which it was sent, immediately concurred. 

The largest number of bills thus far intro- 
duced in the house was poured in on the 
clerk, it being the next to the last day for 
the introduction of measures. Representa- 
tive Fieldstack of Chicago revived the flag- 


ging referendum cause by sending in two 
bills, one of which would require a refer- 
endum on all municipal ordinances except 
emergency measures On a 5 per cent petition. 
The other bill would apply the initiative to 
the city government ,making it obligatory 
for the authorities to submit any question 
for which an 8 per cent petition has been 
filed, and making this proposition a law if it 
receives a majority of the votes cast at the 
election. 

Representative Gchaefer introduced a bill 
requiring railroad companies to issue passes 
to state officers, members of the board of 
equalization, judges of the Supreme court, 
and members of both houses of the legfsla- 
ture when traveling in the discharge of their 
duties.

By Apmadoo—Prohibiting the sale of theater 
tickets for more than the price printed on them, 

By Boulware—Making @ reduction of rates by a 
public utility corporation an admission that the 
maximum fixed by. contract or franchise is too 
high. 

By Blair—Making {t unlawful to publish, dis- 
tribute, buy, sell, advertise, or have any racing 
sheets or other race information. 

By Geshkéwich—Fixzing a price of 7 cents an 
hour per kilowatt for electricity in Chicago and 
requiring companies to furnish meters that can 
be read easily. 

By Lane—Substitution of electrocution for hang- 
ing in the execution of the death penalty. 

By Luke—Requiring canned goods to carry date 
of canning. 

By Zaabel—Fixing maximum rates of telephone 
rentals in Chicago at $3 a month for business tele- 
phones for eighty calis and an additional 3 centsa 
call over that number.

South Park Bill Passed. 

The bill introduced by Senator Ettleson 
to authorize the south park commissioners 
to acquire submerged lands for a lake drive- 
way was passed by the senate. It gives the 
necessary authority to enable the south park 
board to duplicate on the south side the lake 
drive which the Lincoln park board has 
built on the north side. 

The senate algo passed Senator Hall's bill 
creating a pension fund for Chicago fire 
department electrical workers, Senator 
Gardner's bill for an additional $200,000 ap- 
propriation: for the completion of the Su- 
prreme court building, and Senator Brown’s 
bill for a uniform system of auditing and 
accounting in the fee offices of Cook county. 
The necessity for the last measure was de- 
veloped by scandals in fee offices, and the 
bill was drawn under the direction of Presi- 
dent Brundage to prevent repetition of such 
embezzlements. 

Two bills which Senator Juul had intro- 
duced to provide means for the defense of 
prisoners charged with capital crimes and 
for appeal to the Supreme court also were 
passed. One makes it obligatory for the 
county to furnish a record of the case for 
appeal if a prisoner under sentence of death 
be unable to pay for it, and the other re- 
quires that counsel appointed for an in- 
digent prisoner be required to prosecute a 
writ of error. 


MERIT BOARD MAKES REPLY. 


Joseph C. Mason, Secretary of State 
Civil Service Commission, Defends 
System at Kankakee Hospital. 


Springfield, Ill., MRFch 13.—[Spectal.]—The 
attacks on civil Service made in the house 
and senate appropriations committees have 
hrought out a statement from the civil serv- 
ice commission challenging the facts as they 
appeared to be developed in the committees. 

This statement is issued by the’ secretary 
of the commission, Joseph C. Mason, and 
calls attention to the fact that an error was. 
made in the report that B. E. Sunny was the 
man to whom the questions were put and by 
whom the answefs réflecting on the merit 
system were made. The commission says 
that the answers were given by Charles L. 
Robinson, a member of the board, of which 
Mr. Sunny is president. 

“The best reply to Mr. Robinson’s state- 
ments,”” said the statement by the civil 
service commission, “is found in the record 
of discharges at the eastern hospital at 
Kankakee since civil service. went into ef- 
fect. Out of 271 appointments at Kankakee 
eighteen were discharged.”’

Jerome Puts Abe Hummel on 
Stand to Discredit Evelyn’ 
Nesbit: 


CRISIS IN THE TRIAL. 


Delmas Fights Hard to Prevent 
Lawyer’s Testimony Going © 
to the Jury. 


New York, March 18.—[{Special.]—The 
Thaw trial reached a crisis today. District 
Attorney Jerome threw all his cards on the 
table and exposed his whole han@ to the de 
fense. 

The district attorney proposes to prove that 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw did not tell the story 
to Harry Thaw that she told to the jury. 

Consequently there was no brain storm, 
no insanity. Therefore Thaw sanely and de-. 
liberately hunted down Stanford White and 
killed him. . 

The witness by whom Jerome expects to 
prove these facta Is Abe Hummel. He as 
serted that Hummel) would swear Evelyn 
Nesbit told him three days after her return 
from Europe in 1908 that Thaw had beaten 
her cruelly because she would not sign pa- 
pers he had prepared, falsely accusing Stan- 
ford White of having drugged and betrayed 
her. 


Subscribed and Sworn To. — 

“ These things were put in the form of an 
affidavit,’” declared Mr. Jerome, “and that 
affidavit was subscribed to by Evelyn Nesbit 
when she knew what she was doing and what 
the paper contained. Pap eee 

‘* If the story she told to this jury fs true,” 
continued Mr. Jerome, “I know of nothing 
in history or literature more sublime than 
Evelyn Nesbit’s self-sacrifice in her renun- 
clation of the love of the man who we are: 
told was paying honorable court to her. 

“But we want to show that the girl who 
told this remarkable story here on the wit- 
ness stand swore at another time, under the 
solemnity of an oath, that naked—stripped 
absolutely naked—she pad endured the lash- 
ings and beatings of this defendant rather 
than swear to his false statements that 
Stanford White had drugged and ruined her.”’

It is an agreeable coincidence that while 

the legislative committee at Springfield is 
discussing the measure prohibiting the lo- 
eation of any saloons within a mile and au 
eighth of any government fort or reserva- 
tion, Secretary Metcalf is urging the IIli- 
bois authorities to establish a zone around 
the naval reservation at Lake Bluff.

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RAILROADS AND LEGISLATION. 

Tus Trisune today publishes a com- 
pilation of authoritative and comprehen- 
sive statements of the railroads’ side of a 
growing and vital problem, The eleven 
presidents whose opinions are given are 
men who are authorized to speak for the 
railroads—men who have first-hand under- 
standing of the situation and of the atti- 
tude of these properties toward legislation. 
From the statements of these transporta- 
tion experts two things emerge clearly—a 
confession that there have been errors in 
the past and a willingness to accept legal 
regulations, provided that these are made 
intelligently. There is a common agreement 
that not only railroad interests but the 
interests of the whole country are men- 
aced by unintelligent legislation. 

The interview with Mr. Harriman was 
secured by special appointment, and is the 
most comprehensive utterance so far given 
to the public by the leading figure in the 
railroad world. He approaches the situa- 
tion with the greatest apparent frankness. 
He expressed a regret that railroads in the 
past have mot taken the publie into their 
confidence, but have left to lawyers the 
duty of guarding against injurious legis- 
lation, without trying to show to the fair 
minded public the way in which this or 
that policy of the railroads is as much for 
the interest of the people as of the rail- 
roads. The railroads, the people, and the 
government must codperate. The rail- 
roads would welcome nations! regulation 
of rates as a relief from the vexation ef 
dealing with a number of legislatures, 

One thing that, in Mr. 
opinion, the public does not understand is 
the necessity of legalization of agreements 
among railroads to regulate traffic. If the 
government  supervi-| 
could make enforceable agree- 
ments with reference to demurrage, 
they could compel the unloading of cars 
within a reasonable time. This would 
release in Ohicago alone 10,000 to 15,000 
freight care, which are used as ware- 
bouses and which are needed elsewhere. 
If the division of traffic at the gateway 
could be made legal freight could be sent 
by the line which would be most eco- 
nomical, considering grades, size of trains, 
and time cars would be in use. This 
would result ultimately in a decrease of 
cost to the shipper, but would benefit the 
public at once by the ability of the roads 
to spend in other desired ways the money 
sayed by economical hauls. 

The desirability of 
ments proceeds from the same cause as 
opposition to reduction of fares. Rail- 
roads need money for improvements and 
extensions. Lack of profit hurts in two 
ways, it reduces cash on hand and hessens 
the borrowing power of roads. A road 
which can spend a certain sum each year 
for interest must pay a higher rate and 
hence secure less money to spend for im- 
provements if it does not show a substan- 
tial profit in operation. A railroad spends 
money for three things—interest, material, 
and labor. The more it spends for one the 
less it spends for the others. ; 

Lower fares would result first in poorer 
service; second, in reduced dividends and 
lessened borrowing power; third, in the 
necessary abandonment of improvements 
and extensions. Railroads “ conservative- 
ly managed” are afflicted with dry rot. 
They should spend when times are bad, so 
as to be ready for the increase of traffic 
which will come with good times and also 
to take advantage of low prices for labor 
and material. But in the face of agita- 
tion and uncertainty and injurious legista- 
tion railroads must cease active extension. 
Better a check than a full stop. 

The other railroad presidents who have 
answered the questions of Tus Trirsunn 
are in substantial accord with Mr. Harri- 
man. President Ripley favors coépera- 
tion with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The mistake of the past was in 
fighting all legislation. President Shonts 
admits that the financing of corporations 
has sometimes been conducted in a wrong 
way, but remedial legislation should not 
go so far as to be unfair. President 
Underwood caljs attention to the fact that 
the agricultural interests are first in im- 
portance in the country and transporta- 
tion interests second. Impairment of trans- 
portation service means a blow not only 
to agriculture, which is dependent upon 
transportation, but to manufacturing, com- 
merce, and all other industries. 

President Canniff asks if it is not a fair 
assumption that railroad officials, like any 
other men in responsible places, aim to 
manage the properties intrusted to them

President Winchell agrees wth the 
others that the Hepburn bill is not inju- 
rious, but that state legislation is, being 
entered into with less regard to economic 
principles and from political motives. 
President Stickney thinks the country is 
on the verge of a depreciation of the value 
of railroad property like that which began 
in 1887. President Roosevelt is not to 
blame any more than the thunder is to 
blame for the damage done by lightning, 
The revelations in regard to discrimination 
in rates and the methods of booming stocks 
are responsible. 

In sum, what the railroads want is this: 
Repeal of the Sherman anti-trust law, so 
far as it applies to railroads and forbids 
combinations, which are as much in the 
interests of the general public as of any in- 
dividuals; national regulation, removing 
railroads from state control so far as 
necessary for protection against vicious 
and unintelligent legislation; a recognition 
of the fact that prosperity of the railroads 
is mecessary for the extensions which the 
growth of the country makes indispens- 
able; a epirit of fair play, a better under 
standing, and a pull all together for a 
greater and more prosperous country, 

No more important documents have 
been submitted for public consideration in 
many years than thie authoritative pres- 
entation of the views of the railroad inter 
ests of the United States. 
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MRS. SAGE’S LATEST GIFT, 


Mrs. Sage has made known another of 
the beneticences which, it has been under- 
stood, she has prepared to bring about 
with the vast fortune left by her husband, 
She has set aside $10,000,000, the income 
of which will be devoted to the improve- 
ment of the social and living conditions in 
the United States. Or, as the provider 
herself explains, while the scope of the 
foundation is broad, even to cobperating 
with societies now doing effective work 
in smaller ways, the aim will be to take 
up the larger and more difficult problems 
aud provide, if possible, means for their 
settlement. 

This seems to be a decided advance in a 
promising direction. Had Mrs. Sage 
meekly followed the custom of the day 
she might have dissipated her fortune in 
presenting art galjeries and museums to 
ambitious towns of providing libraries for 
struggling villages. She would have kept 
in mind the esthetic needs of the popula- 
tion, pandered to the artistic instinct, and 
prepared beautiful places of intellectual 
recreation, Whither people could repair for 
the refreshment of their minds and the 
employment of their leisure. That she 
has chosen another course would indicate 
that, in her opinion, wealth may be ex- 


treating seriously and intelligently the 
great problems of living and doing with 
which humanity is in a constant struggle. 

The more surely to effect this purpose 
Mrs. Sage has chosen for her board of 
trustees men and women experienced in 
the study of sociological questions, of 
practical minds, and with lively interest in 
the ends contemplated. When they shall 
have studied, as Mrs. Sage wishes them 
to study, the causes of adverse social con- 
ditions, the public will have confidence in 
the conclusions they reach. They will not 
exaggerate evils and suggest impossible 
remedies, as would be the case if Mrs.

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A NEW PITTSBURG. 


The Supreme court of Pennsylvania has 
declared the annexation of Allegheny City 
to Pittsburg legal. On March 22 the new 
city of Pittsburg ‘will come into exist- 
ence with an area of thirty-eight square 
miles. The combined population of the 
two cities, according to the estimate of 
the census bureau, was on June 1, 1904, 
499,308, ranking below Baltimore, the 
sixth city in the union, with 588,765, and 
pushing Cleveland out of seventh place 
into eighth with a population of 425,632. 
Columbus, O,, moves up from twenty- 
eighth to twenty-seventh place on account 
of the elimination of Allegheny, and all 
the cities below move up one. 

The movement which has culminated in 
the addition of Allegheny’s population to 
Pittsburg against their will began long 
ago, and has been two years in the courts. 
It was therefore not a part of the cam- 
paign recently begun to prove to the world 
that Pittsburg has something besides 
tainted millionaires. It is probable that 
the committee having that matter in 
charge can find the twenty-five exemplary 
citizens for whom they are seeking with- 
out drawing upon Allegheny. The move- 
ment is partly political and largely a mat- 
ter of local pride in the relative rank of 
Pittsburg and other cities. If annexation 
had taken in all the territory immediately 
tributary to Pittsburg, covering an area 
equal to that of Chicago, the population 
would be over 700,000, placing the city 
fourth instead of seventh. The Supreme 
court pointed out the way to do that and 
it is not likely that the people of Pitts- 
burg will rest content with seventh place. 

The gain of population in old Pittsburg 
between 1890 and 1900 was 34 per cent, 
a larger percentage than that of any other 
city between Pittsburg and Chicago in 
rank. The valuation of property for tax 
purposes is greater in the new city than 
in Chicago, the debt per capita is more 
than twice as great. Pittsburg spends 
more per capita than Chicago for protec- 
tion against fire, for the health depart- 
ment, highways, charities, and schools, 
less for police, parks, and administration. 
Its death rate is lower than that of any 
larger city except Chicago and St. Louis. 

There are in the new city all the ele- 
ments of a great metropolis. Another 
generation will find Pittsburg holding the 
rank among American cities to which its 
population, wealth, and natural advantages 


~entitle it, 


pended advantageously in taking up and. 
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ISCOUNT HAYASHI, the mikado’s 
minister of foreign affairs, who is 
having so much trouble in restraining 
the intense anti-American sentiments 
aroused among the masses of his 
countrymen by highly colored reports con- 
cerning anti-Japanese legislation and feeling 
in the United States, and who is so eloquent 
in his assertions of the loyal friendship and 
high regard entertained by the president and 
his administration for Japan, is, although an 
able statesman, yet devoid of the popular 
@nd social influence to which his achieve- 
ments in diplomacy entitle him. 

In spite of all the phenomenal progress and 
enlightenment of Japan, the caste } age cages 
are still inordinately strong, an@ the fact 
that Viscount Hayashi, almost alone among 
the ministers of state, belongs by birth to the 
farmer class instead of either to the old 
aristocracy or to the petty nobility or Sa- 
murai class is against him. So deep is the 
gulf dividing the different classes that the 
phraseology in speaking or wri to a man 
of the trading or farmer class ls altogether 
different from that used@ in Gealing with 
the Samurais, even if, as ie often the case, 
these Samurais, or petty nobles, are com- 
pelled by poverty to accept menial tons, 

Though Hayashi’s family is not of Samurai 
origin, yet a certain smal section of ite mem- 
bers had been specially privileged by the 
tycoon to wear the two swords of the Sa- 
mural in return for some special service 
rendered to the state. Unfortunately at the 
time of the great rebellion of 1867, which 
deprived the tycoon of the temporal suprem- 
acy and restored it to the present mikado, the 
Hayashi, although owing everything to the 
tycoon and to his dynasty, surrendered his 
last remaining stronghold to the imperial 
forces. The tycoon’s family has never for- 
gotten or forgiven this act. Though shorn 
of ite share in the government of the coun- 
try, the clan of the Tokugawa, of which the 
ex-tycoon is the chief, remains socially the 
most powerful and influential in the empire, 
and it has rendered the position of Viscount 
Hayashi so difficult since he became min- 
ister of foreign affairs that he has on several 
occasions been on the point of resigning 
office in despair. He was for many years 
ambassador in England, is one of the chief 
authors of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, and 
holds high rank in masonry, 

ae 

King Frederick Augustus is so closely 
related to the reigning house of Portugal that 
it seems strange that his visit to Lisbon 
should have excited so much speculation and 
comment, and should bave led to the circula- 
tion ofa ridiculous setory to the effect that the 
object of his trip to Portugal was to arrange 
for a matrimonial alliance between his eldest 
daughter and the son and heir of King Car- 
los. Now the crown prince of Portugal, al- 
though he will only celebrate his twentieth 
birthday next week, is nevertheleeés too much 
the genlor to dream of marrying the Saxon 
princess ascribed to him aga bride. For she 
is at the present moment exactly 7, and at 
least a decade will have to passe by before 
there can be any question of her marriage. 

The king of Saxony has two other daugh- 
ters besides this 7 year old Princess Mar- 
garet—namely: Princess Marie, who is6, and 
then the unfortunate little Anna Monica, born 
after the elopement of his consort, and who, 
now 4 years of age, is about to be surrendered 
to him by her mother. The only other un- 
married Saxon princess is the king’s elaest 
sister, the extremely stout end homely 
Princess Mathilda, who is on the high road 
to 50 years of age, and.who would certainly 
not find favor in the eVes either of the young 
crown prince of Portugal, who is a good 
looking boy, or of his future subjects, who 
have a keen eye for beauty. 

King Frederick Augustus of Saxony is half 
Portuguese, for his mother was the f{nfanta 
Maria Anna of Portugal, sister of the late 
king of Portugal. S80 that the burly Dom 
Carlos and Frederick Augustus are first cous- 
ins. The relations between the courte of 
Dresden and of Lisbon have always been 
exceptionally cordial, and there have been so 
many interchanges of visits that it is amazg- 
ing that the presence of King Frederick Au- 
gustus in Portugal should excite #0 much 
attention. 

Moreover, it must not be forgotten that the 
kings of Saxony and of Portugal are mem- 
bers of the same dynasty, a dynasty to which 
King Edward, King Leopold, Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria, and the rulers of Saxe-Wel- 
mar, Saxe-Meiningen, Saxe-Altenberg, and 
Saxe-Coburg likewise belong. They are all 
of them members of the house of Saxony and 
bear as such the title of duke of Saxony. 
The transformation of the reigning house of 
Portugal from Bragangas inte Saxons came 
through the marriage of Queen Regnant 
Maria Della Gloria of Portugal to Prince 
Ferdinand of Coburg, duke of Saxony—that 
is to say, the grandfather of the present 
king, whose morganatio American widow, by 
the bye, still survives, under the name of 
Countess E@la. She halls from Boston and 
was formerly known as Elise Hefisler. 
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Uniess anything untoward occurs in the 
shape of unexpected deaths of near relatives 
of the English reigning house, the season in 
London this summer will be particularly bril- 
liant, through the presence of a large num- 
ber of foreign royal visitors, in whose honor 
there will be all sorts of festivities. It is said 
that Prince Henry of the Netherlands is com- 
ing to England for the purpose of acknowl- 
edging the compliment paid to him by King 
Edward in sending a prince of his house to 
The Hague to invest him with the Grand 
Cros@ of the Order of the Bath, in recogni- 
tion of his splendid gallantry In the rescue 
of the survivors from the wreck of the 
Berlin. 

Prince Henry !s certain of a particularly 
enthusiastic welcome not only from court 
and society but likewise from the public in 
London, as the people for whom he risked 
his life with so much bravery were not 
Dutch but English for the most part, and 
Germans. And the welcome will be all the 
warmer from the conviction, which hag 
gained ground in Hngland as everywhere 
else, that the prince has been greatly mis- 
judged. People, in one word, not only feel 
the desire of expressing their admiration for 
his pluck, but likewise of repairing a wrong 
done to him. 

Other visitors will be the king and queen 
of Denmark, who are to come in state; the 
king of Siam, and the crown prinee and 
crown princess of Roumania, who are to 
spend a considerable portion or the séason as 
guests of the king and queen at Buckingham 
palace and Windsor. The king of Greece is 
likewise expected, while the visit of the 
young king and queen of Spain will probably 
be delayed until the Cowes«regatta week. 
There is talk, too, of a visit from the presi- 
dent of the French republic, which will also 
be a state affair, conducted on the same lines 
as the visit of President Loubet. So that 
altogether the London season will be a 
brilliant one. 
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Although the late Lord Shannon left such 
a small amount of money, as appears from 
his will, which has just been probated, yet it 
cannot be said that his family has remained 
padly off, for the widowed countess is ex- 
tremely rich in her own right, having been 
the daughter and heiress of old Mrs. Thomp- 
son, who kept the great modiste and mil- 
liner’s establishment known as ‘* Madame 
Louise’ in Regent street, London, and who 
had another shop under the name of ‘‘ Mar- 
guerite " in Oxford circus. The widow of the 
late Lord Beaumont was prior to her mar- 
riage Miss Violet leaacson, daughter of Mrs. 
Isaacson, who used to trade as a modiste and 
milliner in Regent street under the name of 
‘“ Madame Elise,’’ and whose shop cannot but 
have been familiar to most American vis- 
itors im London.

“The Other Girl” Is a comedy with a 
farcical tinge. It begins slowly, but picks 
up in interest and tempo when the latter half 
of the first act is reached, and until the end 
of that act and throughout the other two it 
moves entertainingly and pleasantly, It 
never becomes wildly exciting, and the com- 

lieations, albeit many, are never particu- 
arly curiosity rousing. 

The audience is kept in the dark con- 
cerning a number of the more important 
happenings, and this is always a dangerous 
experiment in playwriting. The befuddling 
of the people on the stage is wholly legiti- 
mate end results oftentimes in excellent fun, 
but the folk in front of the footlights are 
apt to resent their being left unclear concern- 
ing the exact relationship of the persons of 
the play For the greater part of the second 
act the audience is uncertain whether the 
young woman who eloped with the prize 
fighter wae ‘‘ the girl” or the “ other girl,” 
and& the uncertainty males this portion of 
the comedy less strong in its appeal to the 
onlooker than it otherwise might be.

The story Mr. Thomas has evolved is of a 
clergyman who engages a prize fighter to 
put him through some physical training 
which the clerical gentleman feels he needs 
for the good of his health. The prize fighter 
gives his own name of Sheldon, and does 
not state that he is “Kid Garvey,” the 
champion lightweight and “ the best in his 
olass.”’ A young Philadelphian who is visit- 
ing the clergyman sees the prize fighter, 
and, being of a susceptible turn of disposi- 
tion, consents to elope with him, although she 
already is betrothed to Reginald Lumley, 
one of the best *‘ catches "’ of the New York 
season. A friend of the girl learns of the 
planned elopement and, disguising herself 
in the girl's cloak, joins the “ Kid” in his 


aute. 

In their fight through town the escaping 
couple run over Lumley and get themselves 
arrested for speeding and for the accident. 
Reginald comes to the-clergyman’s badly 
bruised and disfigured, and the young girl 
realiges then her affection for him and how 
silly was her admiration for the prize fightgf. 
The getting of the “ Kid” and the’ other 
straightening out of the several complica- 
tions form the material from which Mr 
Thomas has fashioned his entertaining com- 
edy. He has written smoothly and easily, 
has drawn the character of the prize fighter 
with a good understanding of what is attrac- 
tive and effective, and has supplied dialogue 
which oftentimes !s well spiced with wit 
and fun. It is not one of his ablest achieve- 
ments, but it {s a comedy above the average 
and it furnishes a few hours of good enter- 
taiumment. :

Mr. Ross has in the role of the prizefighter 
@ part almost as rich in opportunity as was 
that of Checkers, which he helped into 
fame. It is ardle abundantly supplied with 
slang of the sporting world and yet it at no 
time descends to commonness or coarseness. 
“Kid” ig a happy blend of healthy, good 
sporting mature and gentlemanly instincts. 
He as a rule does the correct thing involun- 
tarily, and whenever he does blunder he does 
{t with such good humor and such boyish 
heartiness that he is forgiven even before 
the action ts ended. His sunny disposition, 
his quaint but sane philosophy as regards 
life, people, and events, and his ever wiling- 
ness to help others and to make tangled mat- 
ters straight cause him to be unfailingly lika- 
ble. No one on the stage can remain long 
angry with him; no one in the audience can 
help being fond of him. Mr. Ross plays the 
part capitally. He suggests in every move- 
ment and gesture the human being, healthy, 
strong, and carefully trained. His smile is 
infectious and his laugh Irresistible. He yoices 
his slang or his apt comments in a snappy, 
brisk fashion which makes them strike home 
straight and swift, and his occasional ex- 
pressions of regard and affection ring genu- 
ine and sincere. It is a characterization 
carefully thought over and carried out with 
skill and intelligence.

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INDUSTRIAL PEACE OBJECT 
OF PRESIDENT’S EFFORTS. 


Executive Soon to Set on Foot Move- 


ment to Avoid Strife Between Vari- 
ous Interests of Nation—Nobel 
Check Used to Start Fund. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., March oo reeenel 
President Roosevelt will take actionina - 
days to create @ permanent organization, 
whose sole purpose shall be the promotion 
of industrial peace in the United States. 

Thus will be put into effect the plan pro- 
posed by the president when he was noti- 
fied in December that the Nobel prize 
had been awarded to him in recognition of 
his restoration of peace between Russia and 
Japan. The prizé included the sum of $36,- 
784, which it is hoped will be increased by 
popular contributions, and the income of the 
whole fund will be devoted to paying the 
expenses of the men to be named on the 
proposed industrial peace committee. 

As a step toward the realization of the 
president's plan, congress passed a bill dur- 
ing the closing days of the session creating 
an establishment by the name of the Founda- 
tion for the Promotion of Industrial Peace. 
The trustees of this institution are named 
by law and are the chief justicé of the 
United States, the secretary of agriculture, 
and the secretary of the department of com- 
merce and labor, a representative of labor, 
a representative of capital, and two persons 
to represent thé general public. 

. -_e- 


Some of Trustees Named. 

The president thus far has designated 
Chief Justice Fuller, Secretary Wilson, Sec- 
retary Straus, John Mitchell, president of 
the United Mineworkers of America, and 
Marvin Hughitt, president of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad, and has still to 
appoint the representatives of the general 
public. Secretary Straug has received from 
the president the check accompanying the 
Nobel peace prize, and invested it today in 
United States 2 per cent bonds. Any other 
contributions that may be received will be 
invested, and the income from the invest- 
ments will be used to pay the expensesof the 
committee of nine persons to be known as 
the industrial peace committee. 

AS n ag the president appoints all the 
trust they will hold a meeting in Wash- 
ington and select the members of the com- 
mittee. In order to have a permanent body, 
like the senate of the United States, the law 
prescribes that three members of the com- 
mittee shall serve for one year, three for 
two years, and three for thre@ years. It is 
further intended that three members shall 
represent labor and three capital, each 
chosen for distinguished services in the in- 
dustrial world in promoting righteous in- 
@ustrial peace. The remaining three mem- 
bers will represent the general public. 
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To Hold Annual Conference. 

The committee is to assemble this spring 
and arrange for an annual cofiference inthis 
city of representatives of labor and capital 
for the purpose of discussing industrial prob- 
lems with a view of arriving at a better un- 
derstanding betweén employers and em- 
ployés. When an industrial crisis occurs this 
committee will call a special conference and 
take any other steps which may tend to pro- 
mote the general purposes of its creation. 
There fs no intention to have any secrecy 
in regard to the work of this committee, and 
indeed the law specifies that it shall arrange 
for the publleation of the results of all con- 
ferences. 

The president has madeit clearto men with 
whom he has talked in regard to the institu- 
tion that he has no intention of having it in- 
fringé upon the prgvince of other govern- 
mental boards formdd to settle industrial dif- 
ferences. © 

For instance ther4 is a law under which 
the interstate commerce commission and the 
comnmissioner of labar may arbitrate rail- 
road disputes. 

. > 
To Act Only in Emergency. 

Where any questions at issue may be solved 
by existing means the foundation for the 
promotion of industrial peace will nat in- 
terfere. But when cases arise like that of 
the great anthracite coal strike in Pennsyl- 
vania in the winter of 1903, then it will not 
be necessary for the president of the United 
States to intervene personally and appoint 
an unofficial commission, as he did at that 
time, to investigate and settle the trouble. 
The industrial peace committee immediately 
will call a special conference of representa- 
tives of the contending forces, and it is con- 
fidently belfeved that the full and free dis- 
cussion which will follow will result in 
agreement and consequent avoidance of con- 
ditions harmful not only to capital and labor 
but to the entire country. ; 

It is recognized that the amount of the 
Nobel peace prize is wholly tnsufficient to 
pay the expenses of the committee. The in- 
come on the amount is only little more than 
$700. Millionaires like Carnegie are quite 
willing to make large contributions to the 
fund, but there is no disposition on the part 
of men named as trustees to accept them. 
Rather would it be preferable, in their judg- 
ment, if small Contributions should be made 
by a large number of people. In this way 
the country at large would be interested in 
the work of the committee, and there would 
be direct personal interest in whatever the 
committee might be doing. This would tend 
to promote public sentiment, which would 
exercise moral pressure upon parties to in- 
dustrial disputes and cause them to bow te 
the awards of the committee,

Cannot Observe Donor’s Wish. 

There is one feature of the code governing 
the Nobel peace prize which the president 
will be unable to observe, at least during the 
present administration. The will of Dr. 
Alfred Bernhard Nobel, who instituted the 
prize, contains a paragraph saying: “ it 
shall be incumbent on the prize winner, 
wherever feasible, to give a lecture on the 
subject treated of In the work to which the 
prize has been awarded, such lecture to take 
place within six months of the founder's 
day at which the prize was won, and to be 
given at Christiania, Norway.” 

The time for this lecture, in the case of the 
president, expires two weeks from today. 
The president will be unable, of course, to 
give the lecture, but he probably will make 
some communication to the Norwegian par- 
Hament. Upon the close of his administra- 
tion it is expected he will visit the Norwegian 
capital and deliver the required address.

HARVARD WILL CONTINUE TO 
PLAY OTHER COLLEGE TEAMS. 


University Overseers Decide to Re- 
sume All Branches of Intercollegi- 
ate Athletics, Minority Dissenting. 


Boston, Mass. March 18.—(Special. )—In- 
tercollegiate sports at Harverd are not to be 
abolished. That was the most vital matter 
settled by today’s action of the overseers of 
the university in accepting the report of the 
joint committee on the regulation of athletic 
sports. Months ago the corporation and 
overseers created this joint committee, which 
has been weighing in the balance the future 
of Harvard athletics, end in a iong series of 
hearings has collected a great deal of testi- 
mony on the question of college athietics. 

This committee made a report some weeks 
ago, the majority of five signing recommen- 
dations that intercollegiate athletics be con- 
tinued under revised and modified conditidns. 
Moorfield Storey, dissenting from the other 
members of the committee, prepared a most 
elaborate minority report, virtually recom- 
mending the abolishment of all intercol- 
legiate contests at Harvard until such future 
time as the overseers might decide to rein- 
state them. The corporation accepted the 
report of the majority on Monday, and the 
overseers passed a similar vote today. ‘This 
ends a long period of suspense as to what 
Harvard's future athletic policy would be. 

No one sport is picked out to be made a 
scapegoat for the others, as it was feared 
might be made the case with football. Har- 
vard is to be allowed to continue al) inter~ 
collegiate athletics, but by the recommenda- 
tions a newly organized and enlarged ath- 
letic committee is instructed. to see that in 
the future there shall be greater restrictions 
tending to decrease the financial extrava- 
gances and abnormal interest that college 
sports have caused in the Jast few years. 

The report also recommends that the ath- 
letic committee secure the services of some 
one man who will give-his entire’ time to the 
work of graduate manager and who virtually 
will manage Harvard's sports. While the 
report does not order specific reductions in 
expense or restrictions, in many other ways 
the athletic committee will have no difficulty 
in gathering what the corporation and over- 
seers expect them to do after reading the 
whole report.

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Traders Talk of “Bug’’ and Weather. 
There Was a suggestion of indecision on 
the part of wheat traders at the immediate 
gar. The map showed that rain and snow 
pad falien in the “bug” regions and that 
temperatures generally were lower, but no 
one seemed sure just how well the insect 
thrives on the unfiltered liquid, the flake, and 
the cold. Some declared, with a pretense of 
confidence, that the brand of weather offered 
fayored propagation, but others had a con- 
trary View. It was a matter of only a few 
minutes, however, before the selling pressure 
developed sufficiently to send values down 
the slide. Supporters were disappointed at 
the failure of Liverpool to give “ decent ”’ 
response to the pronounced rise here the day 
before, and the big setback in the stock mar- 
bet had a depressing effect on pit sentiment. 
While business was only moderately active, 
price fluctuations were frequent and nervous, 
the continued flow of damage reports from 
the southwest prompting considerable buy- 
ing op the weaker spots, which, however, 
witnessed renewed pressure from the bears. 
late in the session one of the leading pro- 
fessionals, believed by many to represent 
the coterle of eastern longs, unloaded oma 
pretentious scale, his action being followed 
by many who had moved cautiously early 
in the day. 


Kansas ““Bug’’ Reports Conflicting. 
There was a claim that the “‘ green bug ” 
bad advanced to within two counties of 
Kansas City, on the Kansas side of the bor- 
der, and there were further reports that the 
insect was doing business in Sumner county, 
the leading producing county of the Sun- 
Gower state. One of the big speculators in 
Kansas City wired in, however. that the re- 
ports of the pest’s presence in Kansas were 
vithout foundation. The bulk of advices from 
Texas and Oklahoma indicated pronounced 
and spreading injury, but some of the “ ex- 
perts,” while admitting that the “ bug ”’ had 
made its presence known in those states, de- 
tared the damage done had been greatly 
exaggerated. 
The day's receipts of wheat at Duluth and 
neapolis were 389 cars, five cars more 
than were received the corresponding day 
last year. The stocks of the grain at Min- 
Mapolis showed an increase of 475,000 bu 
for four days, indicating that the accumula- 
ton there for the week would not reach the 
total shown last week. The arrivals at 
points—501,000 bu—exceeded those 
of the similar day last year by 51,000 bu.

“ The Minneapolis flour output gained 76.205 
‘bris last week,”’ said the Northwestern Miller. 

The quantity turned out was 286,610 bris, 
against 224,715 in 1906. Had the mills been 
able to get sufficient cars the output would 
have been larger. There were 138% mills in 
operation today. About the same capacity 
is in operation this week as last. The pro- 
duction should be about the same, although 
the car situation is so bad that it is impossible 
to tell how long the mills can be kept running. 
Business with Minneapolis mills last week 
varied. Some noted a slight improvement in 
trade, especially during the two days’ ad- 
vance in the wheat market.

‘*Green bugs’’ continued to be a night- 
mare to wheat and oats traders, although 
less attention was paid to the reports than 
in the previous session. The majority of 
the traders are in a waiting mood, desiring to 
see proof of actual damage before buying on 
the strength of reports. There seemed to be 
plenty of evidence that the pest has pen- 
etrated northward as far as southern Kan- 
sas. but there were strong denials that any 
damage had been done or that the insects 
were any more prevalent than ordinarily. 
The Kansas City market seemed to be little 
concerned about the scare. Logan-Bryan 
were in receipt of numerous messages stating 
that former reports were being confirmed 
and that the area affected by the bugs was 
constantly widening.

and plant has not begun to grow, but we hear 
some reports of flelds looking spotted. The 
winter conditions have not been at all favor- 
able, thawing and freezing practically every 
night for two months, with little snow pro- 
tection.”’

PRESSURE IN SPOCK LIST 


MONEY CONDITIONS RESULT IN 
EXTREME LIQUIDATION. 


Status of Financial Demands for 
March 15 Underestimated, Accord- 
ing to View in Wall Street—London 
Unloads Holdings as Soon as State 
of Market Is Ascertained, and This 
Iielps in Slump of Prices—Bonds 
Weak—Governments Unchanged. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, March 18.—[Special.]—Pres- 
eure on the money market caused surprising 
liquidation of stocks today. The money sit- 
uation hdd not been interpreted correctly, 
Owing to the large demands for March 15. 
These demands include subscriptions to the 
new Chicago and Northwestern stock, to a 
Pennsylvania note issue, and several large 
dividends, including the Standard Oil and the 
Consolidated Gas. 

Preparations for these payments were in 
force today, and involved a higher money 
rate from the outset. The banking position 
was weak at the close of last week, and the 
subtreasury has taken from the banks since 
that time upwards of $4.000,000—more than 
sufficient to wipe out the surplus as it ex- 
isted on Saturday. 

London was upset by the money situation 
before the market operations began here, 
and as soon as the New York market opened 
foreigners began to unload holdings heregin 
@ way that started prices sharply down- 
ward. 

The acute weakness of the Hill and Harri- 
man stocks indicated that the semi-panic 
was the aftergrowth of the unbridled specu- 
lation in those stocks entered upon last fall, 
and which has never been satisfactorily 
cleared up since. The violent rally in the 
latter part of the day indicated the cessation 
of the pressure, but the closing tone was 
exceedingly nervous and with some stocks 
at the lowest and others fast falling back to 
their previous low levels.
